Pay Inspr. John A. Mudd, U.S.N., whose prize essay 
on “Store-keeping at the Navy Yards,” originally pub- 
lished in the Proceedings of the Naval Institute, and 
since reproduced in pamphlet form, has embodied in that 
work some: exceedingly valuable suggestions looking to 
greater economy in general storekeeping under the Naval 
Supply Fund. He contends that there is room for many 
improvements in the system now in vogue, and that what 
is needed is the adoption of simpler methods to regulate 
stock-keeping, deliveries of supplies, inspections, ship- 
ments, surveys, invoices and correspondence. He holds 
also that by increasing the Naval Supply Fund from its 
present limit—$2,700,000—to $11,000,000, the Navy can 
be kept supplied with all commercial material and can 
have as near a perfect general store system as will be 
possible under the conditions in sight. Inspector Mudd 
would invite recommendations as to the improvement of 
the service from all sources, those most valuable to be 
adopted and the authors rewarded on the approval of a 
body to be known as the Public Service Economy Board, 
Navy Department. As to this feature Inspector Mudd 


says: ‘‘Establish a government system of awards or 
prizes for improvements resulting in public service 
economy. Have three grades. First, a grand prize of 


$1,000, to be known as The Grand Prize, U.S. Public 
Service Economy. This to be awarded for marked im- 
provements in methods of public work of any character, 
that, if applied, would result in permanent economy, 
and by which more than one executive department, or 
bureau or office not connected with an executive depart- 
ment, might benefit. Second, a prize of $200, to be 
known as Second Prize, U.S. Public Service Economy. 
This to be awarded for any marked improvement by 
which but one executive department, or separate bureau 
or office might benefit, or for an improvement not so 
marked as warranting a grand prize, but by which more 
than one executive department or separate bureau or 
office might benefit. Third, an award of $25, to be 
known as U.S. Public Service Economy Award. This 
prize to be given to anyone making an improvement 
which, in point of importance, would not be placed under 
the first two classes, but which would result in per- 
manent economy in public work.”

It is an excellent tribute to the thoroughness of the 
education at the Military Academy that it gives its pupils 
a mental training that equips them to excel in almost any 
work they may undertake. A military education is not 
Supposed to be the best preparation for literary work, for 


example, but see what remarkable illustrations we have had 
of the development of an admirable literary style by sol- 
diers from the Academy, with whom writing was a mere 
Incident of their occupation with strenuous employments 


Seemingly far afield from the profession of the author. 
The Memoirs of General Grant were a notable illustration 
of this; and, not to mention other examples, here we find 
Morris Schaff, whose occupation since he left the Army 
has been that of a New England manufacturer, suddenly 
revealing himself to the world in his declining years as an 
author having a style fitted to charm the critical reader, 
aside from the interest of the subject with which he deals. 
It does not require that one should be a graduate of the 
Academy to be moved by the glow and delicate sentiment 
of Schaff’s articles in the Atlantic Monthly on “The Spirit 
of Old West Point.” If these can so interest and move 
others we may well believe that graduates of the Academy 
read them, as they tell us they do, with eyes suffused with 
tears. If the architects who are rebuilding the Academy 
could be infused with the sentiment which all graduates 
feel, but which only Schaff could express, there would be 
less danger that the spirit of Old West Point, associated in 
the minds of graduates with severe simplicity, would be 
—s by the ostentation of architectural and artistic dis- 
os. Heretofore there has been no break between the life of 
one and that of the camp and the battlefield. They 

ve been so attuned to each other as to awaken in the 


heart of every soldier of the Academy a concord of sweet 
sounds. How it will be hereafter only time can show, 
and those who look with confidence to the future must 
pardon their elders if they are not altogether free from 
apprehension on this point.

Although President Diaz, of Mexico, has repudiated the 
statement attributed to him by the New York Herald to 
the effect that he had proposed a joint protectorate by 
Mexico and the United States over the Central American 
republics, the matter is still the subject of earnest discus- 
sion in diplomatic circles in Washington. That the peace 
and prosperity of the Central American states would be 
greatly enhanced by consolidating them in a single union 
and placing them under a protectorate like the one sug- 
gested is morally certain. But it is equally true that any 
step in that direction would provoke so much jealousy 
and political passion among those countries that the effort 
would fail in the very beginning. The present condition 
of the Central American nations is deplorable. They are 
at the mercy of political adventurers and marplots whose 
policy is rule or ruin. Nevertheless, if they are ever to 
come together in a common agreement in behalf of peace 
and stable government it should be on their own volition 
and without pressure from outside sources. Their contin- 
ual wrangling is a constant annoyance both to the United 
States and Mexico, but the chances are that any action 
by either of those nations looking to a Central American 
union would for a long time at least make matters worse 
instead of better. Moreover, it is doubtful whether public 
opinion in the United States would uphold our government 
in undertaking any further projects in the way of protec- 
torates. We are in the attitude of a protector for Cuba 
and Panama, and our experience, particularly in the case 
of Cuba, has proved both costly and perplexing, as well 
as thankless. At all events, prudence suggests that we 
should take no step looking to a protectorate for the Cen- 
tral American states except on an urgent invitation from 
every one of those countries. 








Tokio despatches announce that Japan will shortly 
give notice of her acceptance of President Roosevelt’s pro- 
posal for an international conference to consider meas- 
ures for exterminating the bubonie plague. With the ac- 
quisition of the Philippines and the maintenance of large 
bodies of American troops in those islands, the prevalence 
of the plague has become a matter of increasing concern 
to the United States. The disease has appeared in various 
parts of the archipelago from time to time, and the utmost 
vigilance has been required to keep it from becoming epi- 
demic. When it was discovered that the disease was com- 
municated by rats, an energetic rat hunt was instituted 
in Manila which, since its inception, has resulted in the 
extermination of hundreds of thousands of rodents. The 
thorough renovation of the city, instituted by the Army 
and since continued by the civil government, and the rig- 
orous sanitary regulations which now prevail, have made 
Manila one of the healthiest cities in the Orient. .The 
medical authorities of the city have made extensive experi- 
ments looking to the prevention and cure of plague by in- 
oculation, and the record of those experiments will pro- 
foundly interest the international conference if such a 
body is assembled. We believe, in short, that the judg- 
ment of such a conference would be that America had 
led in struggle for means to exterminate bubonic plague as 
she had in the conquest of yellow fever.

Major Gen. Adolphus W. Greely, U.S.A., who, while 
Chief Signal Officer of the Army, became thoroughly 
familiar with conditions in Alaska, where he did much 
to establish the excellent system of telegraphs and cables 
now in operation, contends that the civil administration 
of the territory has been exceedingly unsatisfactory. Re- 
ferring to this subject in an address before the Geo- 
graphical Society of Chicago on the evening of May 10, 
General Greely is quoted as saying: “The same trouble 
predominates in Alaska to-day that has characterized the 
attitude of the United States Government towards all 
the aborigines with which it has come in contact. It 
never treats them fairly. It -has put the Eskimos or the 
Alaskan Indians on the road to ruin. Two years ago 
the United States courts were a fiaseo. It was a wonder 
to me that the entire lot of Government officials were 
not hanged by mob law.

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The make-up of the commission to investigate the New 
York National Guard and recommend measures to im- 
prove its efficiency offers ample assurance that the work 
in prospect will be performed promptly, thoroughly and 
with sole regard for public interests, The appointments 
are as follows: By the Governor, Col. Walter S. Schuy- 
ler, 5th U.S. Cavalry; Hon. William Cary Sanger, form- 
er Assistant Secretary of War, and Mr. Francis B. Lan- 
don, former adjutant, 7th Regt., N.G.N.Y.; by the Presi- 
dent pro tem. of the Senate, Senators Saxe, Fancher and 
Fuller; by the Speaker of the Assembly, Assemblymen 
Wainwright, Baldwin and Todd. The most gratifying 
thing about this commission is that with one or two ex- 
ceptions its members have all had experience either in 
the Army or in the National Guard. The appointment 
of Colonel Schuyler is specially commendable. He is an 
accomplished officer of long service in peace and war, 
whose sound judgment and thorough knowledge of mili- 


tary organization will be invaluable to his fellow investi- 
gators. The other members are gentlemen of high char- 
acter, broad intelligence and known devotion to the 
militia interests of the State. We are confident that the 
appointment of this commission will mark the beginning 
of a new and better order of things in the National 
Guard of the Empire State.

There seems to be a danger that they may have to adopt 
in the Medical Corps of the Navy, the methods of Chris- 
tian Science, which admit of “absent treatment.” The 
corps is short sixty-four doctors, and the young med- 
ical graduates show no disposition to apply for the 
vacancies. The professors of the medical colleges 
from which they graduate are advising them not to go 
into the Government service, as its rewards are much 
less than those the successful practitioner may hope for, 
and all young doctors expect to be successful practitioners. 
Indeed, those who are able to meet the high requirements 
of the Naval Service may well hope to excel in their pro- 
fession. The Medical Department of the Army is not so 
much better off that it may boast itself. Bachelor doc- 
tors may be able to adjust themselves to military life, but 
doctors who have families do not like the frequent changes 
to and from the Philippines, or other conditions of mili- 
tary life. But perhaps the Services may survive if, as 
that distinguished medical man, Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
said, the best use for medicine is to throw it to fishes. 
But how about the surgical operations which are often re- 
quired, even in peace, and in war are absolutely indis- 
pensable? 
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Col. Enoch H. Crowder, J.A.G. Dept., U.S.A., chair- 
man of the commission on the revision of the laws of the 
Cuban Republic, expects to have a new election law com- 
pleted long before the registration of the voters qualified 
to take part in the next election. Preliminary to the 
election it is necessary that a new census of Cuba shall 
be taken, and preparations therefor are already under 
way, the work being directed by Mr. Victor H. Olmsted, 
who took the last census of the island in 1899. The 
present plan of the provisional government provides that, 
as soon as possible after the completiébn of the census, 
municipal elections shall be held throughout the island 
in order to test the electoral machinery, these to be fol- 
lowed after an interval not yet prescribed by general 
elections for president and members of congress. The 
success of the whole American project to restore the 
Cuban Republic requires, first of all, a system of laws 
which shall insure honest and orderly elections. It is 
therefore exceedingly fortunate for the legitimate interests 
of Cuba that the task of devising such a system has been 
intrusted to an officer of Colonel Crowder’s large experi- 
ence and high legal attainments, 
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As an example of the ignorance of military matters 
which prevails in the offices of too many daily news- 
papers it is worth while to note the following from the 
Daily Press American, of Owosso, Mich.: “We hear of 
rifle shooting at Annapolis, but never af West Point. 
Must our future Army officers graduate without develop- 
ing a genuine enthusiasm for hitting the bullseye? We 
trust not, for not one in twenty will ever have a chance 
to attend the musketry school in later years. Time for 
playing lacrosse at West Point has just been ‘squeezed 
in’.” If the writer of the quoted sentences has never 
heard of rifle shooting at West Point he is indeed un- 
fortunate, though he has only himself to blame. The 
School of Musketry is there all right, and it carries the 
cadets through a course in rifle practice which makes 
expert marksmen of them. It is thorough, exacting and 
in keeping with the other branches of instruction. As 
for lacrosse, it has been taken up at the Academy, but 
it is “squeezed in” by the cadets themselves into their 
brief periods of recreation and not allowed to interfere 
fn the slightest degree with the regular routine of train- 
ing and instruction. 
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The New York Evening Post says: “That only four 
states are left to have battleships named after them is a 
most striking evidence of the growth of our Navy. Two 
names are needed at once for the vessels of the Dread- 
nought class, and only one new name, Oklahoma, is in 
sight. Of the four in reserve, moreover, one is unavaila- 
ble because there is an armored cruiser New York named 
after the city. So there remain only North Dakota, Del- 
aware, and Utah; and a report from Washington an- 
nounces that the first of the three has been rejected on 
sight.” Including vessels under construction, there are 
only twenty-six battleships having the names of states. 
Besides these there are ten armored cruisers and four 
monitgrs which have appropriated the names of states, 
One battleship is named the Kearsarge. There are twen- 
ty-seven battleships built or building. 
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Arrangements are being made for a big gathering of 
American soldiers and sailors in Washington, D.C., about 
the middle of next July, when the biennial national en- 
campment of the Army and Navy Union will be held. 
Garrisons of the organization are scattered throughout the 
United States and its colonies, on many of the Navy ves- 
sels, and at the military posts. It is estimated that the 
coming encampment will be the largest ever held by the 
organization. ‘To arrange for the reception and comfort 
of the soldiers and sailors who will attend, Col. J. Edwin 


- Browne, national commander, has appointed an executive 


committee to conduct the arrangements, 
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Arms and the Man publishes the address delivered by 
Major L. M. Fuller, O.D., U.S.A., at the convention of 
the N.G. Association of the United States, March 25, 
1907. Major Fuller described the new pointed bullet for 
the model of 1903 musket, which is shaped much the same 
as the pointed or agival projectile for the seacoast rifle, 
except that it is even more pointed. It weighs 150 grains, 
as against the 220-grain bullet formerly used. It has a 
danger space of 500 yards, or nearly twice as great, due 
probably to the high velocity with which it is fired. The 
powder wears out the rifle barrel nearly twice as fast, re- 
ducing its life from 3,500 to 4,000 yards to 2,000-2,500. 
An effort is being made to find a partial remedy for this. 
The air resistance to the new bullet is only about sixty 
per cent. as great as that of the old bullet. Its velocities 
are 2,800 feet initial, 1,775 feet at 500 yards, and 1,130 
feet at 1,000 yards, against 2,200, 1,300 and 930 in the old 
bullet. Its point blank range is 500 yards against 300 in 
the old rifie, so that it can be fired over nearly twice the 
distance without adjustment. These advantages are be- 
lieved to compensate for the shortened life of the rifle 
with the new bullet. Still the manufacture of rifles cham- 
bered for this ammunition is being restricted until a pow- 
der can be found which will give less erosion. The Hof- 
fer galley rifie, model of 1903, is a great improvement 
and is available for any kind of firing with which the 
regulation ammunition could be used. ‘The accuracy is 
quite as good as with the model of 1898. To avoid acci- 
dents it is so arranged that the bolt cannot be closed 
when any other bullet than that intended for it is insert- 
ed, and the .22 caliber bullet is so shaped that it will not 
go well into the .30 caliber rifle. The reports on the trial 
of the telescopic sight are favorable. Its cost, $70 apiece, 
is so nearly prohibitive, however, that a less expensive 
sight is being developed. In the national matches the 
Peters ammunition appears to be preferred, but, as owing 
to advance orders, it could not be obtained, orders 
were given to other cartridge manufacturers. This has 
occasioned delay. One organization has objected to the 
private ammunition issued, and asked that government 
ammunition be supplied. Numerous requests come for 
specially made ammunition ; hand-loaded, with special bul- 
lets, or special primers, etc. ‘The issue of this is objec- 
tionable as it could not be obtained in time of war in the 
enormous quantities required. Major Fuller stated that 
20,000,006 rounds of ammunition, in the Philippines at 
the close of the Spanish war, were ruined by the damp cli- 
mate and had to be broken up. 


Inasmuch as there is considerable discussion in Service 
circles as to the wisdom and value of long practice 
marches, special interest attaches to a report by Major 
Stephen M. Foote, Art. Corps, U.S8.A., on the five-hun- 
dred-mile march through the Rocky Mountaius by the 
Sth Battalion, Field Art., Fort Douglas, Utah, to Fort 
D. A. Russell, Wyo., April 25 to May 20, 1906. The 
battalion consisted of the 12th and 19th Batteries, and 
the column consisted of seven line officers, a surgeon, a 
veterinarian, 213 men, one civilian wagonmaster, eight 
civilian teamsters, 277 horses, thirty-seven mules, eight 
new three-inch rapid-fire guns, twelve caissons, two bat- 
tery wagons and forges, two store wagons, four kit wagons, 
eight four-mule escort wagons, one four-mule ambulance. 
When stretched out on the road the column was a third to 
a half-mile in length. Four days of snowy weather were 
experienced during the first week of the march. The 
highest point on the route is between 8,000 and 9,000 
feet, and is in the passes of the Sherman mountains, 
about forty miles west of Cheyenne, a few miles east of 
old Fort Sanders. In the course of the march three 
men were sent to post by rail on account of rheumatism, 
but otherwise the health of the personnel was excellent, 
the surgeon reporting: “The command was freer from 
sickness than any command of like numbers with which 
it has been my pleasure to serve.” Major Foote, whose 
report appears in the Journal of the U.S. Cavalry Asso- 
ciation, says in conclusion: “A detailed inspection made 
after arrival at Fort D. A. Russell showed all the ma- 
terial to be in excellent condition, so far as could be de- 
termined without actually firing the pieces, and later in 
the season the pieces and carriages stood target practice 
without developing any injury whatever. The battalion 
was twenty-six days on the march, twenty-three marching 
days and three days of rest. The longest march was 
twenty-nine miles; the shortest twelve miles. The exact 
distance marched was 498.1 miles, an average of nearly 
twenty-two miles per marching day or nineteen miles 
per day for the whole period. The officers and men of the 
command displayed care and zeal on all occasions and, 
fhrough the varied and repeated experiences of the march, 
acquired a lasting familiarity with field duties.”

In view of a rather common disposition to criticize 
Congress for its alleged indifference to the needs of the 
Army and Navy, it is well to recall a paper on “The 
Military Policy of the United States,” read by Capt. 
Hanson E. Ely, 26th U.S. Inf., before the student offi- 
cers at the Infantry and Cavalry School and Staff Col- 
lege, Fort Leavenworth, Jan. 12, 1906, and republished 
in the current number of the Journal of the Military 
Service Institution. In this admirable paper Captain 
Ely contends that on the whole Congress has done fairly 
well- by our military services. He goes on to say: “Gen- 
erous appropriations have been made for sea coast de- 
fense, accumulating reserve Artillery, small arms, ‘am- 
munition, ete.; the capacity of arsenals increased, 
branches of the Service have been, or are, being rearmed 
with the greatly improved weapons, maneuvers have been 
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held, small posts abandoned and the garrison of the 
larger ones increased to better train and discipline the 
troops; higher military schools have been created, fos- 
tered and generously supported. As to rewards, remem- 
ber the great number of officers who but a few years ago 
could not see their way to a lieutenant colonelcy before 
retirement who have been promoted to the grade of brig- 
adier or major general and retired, and the generous pro- 
motion given other officers who had the opportunity and 
distinguished themselves. It is very easy to ‘cuss out 
Congress,’ but careful thought of what Congress has 
done and contemplates doing for the Army I think will 
lead to the conclusion that Congress has done very well 
by us. And as we have a General Staff, one of whose 
duties is to advise on military subjects when called up- 
on, it would seem a better policy for the Army to be 
thankful for what we have received and in a proper way 
let our further needs be known. ‘The President and 
Congress have both shown a willingness and desire to 
place the Army in the highest state of preparedness and 
efficiency when convinced of its needs.” 








In an article on “The Honor of the Uniform,” a 
writer in the Woman’s National Daily, of St. Louis, 
reiterates the charge that the enlisted men of the Army 
are required to do menial work for officers against their 
will and with never a thought for the dignity of the uni- 
form. Because of this treatment, the article goes on to 
say, the enlisted men become resentful and discontented. 
Commenting upon this article, the daughter of an Army 
officer writes the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL as follows: 
“While traveling alone in the South some years ago, I 
noticed that the hotel porter, ‘a low menial,’ of course, 
who brought up my trunk wore the uniform of an en- 
listed man. I asked him about it and he told me that he 
was once a private in the —th Infantry, that he was 
orderly for one of the officers in the Rosebud outbreak 
in 1891, and that he intended to enlist again very soon. 
When I showed him pictures of relatives and friends of 
mine in the Army he was pleased and interested, and 
during the remainder of my stay at that hotel waited up- 
on me with respect and zeal. Said he: ‘Do not, for 
Heaven’s sake, take me for one of these poor crackers! 
I am a Wisconsin man, and came from Appleton.’ When 
I departed he examined my trunk, which had been badly 
jammed in travel, and purchased for me a rope with 
which he roped it very carefully. He carried my other 
effects and was of great service to me in getting en 
route. He refused my tip, saying that it was a great 
pleasure to wait on an Army woman again, and that it 
made him feel that he was home again to meet some one 
connected with the Army. He was the first and only 
person who had refused a tip in my six months of travel, 
and the blow was a stunning one to me. Of course he 
waited upon me so faithfully no doubt because of the 
‘utter contempt’ to which this writer refers. I have 
noticed that the less some people are posted upon certain 
subjects the more they have to say.” 
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General Kuroki, of the Japanese army, who is now in 
the United States as the guest of the nation, gave a char- 
acteristic manifestation of the spirit of the Japanese mili- 
tary service in the following order of the day, which he 
issued to the troops of his command on the eve of the be- 
ginning of hostilities in the war with Russia: “Every in- 
stant of delay or adjournment, once the action has com- 
menced, entails heavy losses, which officers should en- 
deavor to reduce to a minimum by special care and energy. 
When troops are obliged to remain for a long time at the 
same place, they frequently load up their valises with un- 
necessary articles. As, however, rapidity of movement 
is essential to success, it must be the care of the com- 
manding officer that all superfluous baggage be removed as 
soon as possible. Arms and ammunition should under no 
circumstances fall into the enemy’s hands; should it, 
however, be impossible to prevent this, they should first 
be rendered useless. Officers should keenly note all their 
subordinates who distinguish themselves for bravery in 
action, as well as those who do not perform their duties 
properly ; the latter should be severely punished.” 
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Capt. Henry T. Allen, 6th U.S. Cav., late chief of 
Philippine Constabulary, with rank of brigadier general, 
signalized his relinquishment of the Constabulary com- 
mand by paying a high tribute to his successor, Capt. 
Harry H. Bandholtz, 2d U.S, Inf. In-an interview pub- 
lished in the Manila American of April 2, he is quoted 
as follows: “When I found that the Constabulary had 
come to that point where a proper working system had 
been established and the corps’ efforts had been appre- 
ciated, I felt that I could afford to ask for relief, safe in 
the knowledge that my successor would keep up the high 
standard and respect the traditions and established policy 
of the Constabulary. Two things are necessary to im- 
prove the efficiency of the Constabulary: Firstly, a bill 
giving wider scope to the provincial senior inspectors in 
carrying out their police duties, and secondly, a scheme 
to simplify the present requirement governing permits 
for possession of fire arms. Inasmuch as I consider the 
pension and retirement act as good as passed, there is 
nothing else that is worrying me at present.” 
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In the article on the “Progress of Target Practice,’’ re- 
ferred to last week, Col. Philip Reade, U.S.A., says: “Not 
more than a generation ago, the only idea suggested in 
this country by the term target practice was an individual 
rifle match about Thanksgiving time, shooting at turkeys, 











using rifles that were not Service rifles and ammunition 
not such as issued to our soldiers. * * * ‘The only 
insignia indicating skill in marksmanship, using the goy. 
ernment rifle, given by the United States to be worn by 
the best shot in a company or regiment, was an unsighily 
range finder, called a stadia.

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The German Fleet Society, at its national conven:‘ion 
at Cologne, May 13, sent a despatch to Emperor \y’jl- 
liam saying that the aims of the fleet society were to 
create a strong navy for the Fatherland, “which in {he 
hands of Your Majesty will be the surest guarantee of 
peace.” Major General Keim, president of the sociviy, 
caused great amusement by stating that the British Naval 
League had applied to the German Fleet Society for in- 
formation regarding the methods by which the latter had 
attained such phenomenal growth. General Keim add: 
“With our usual amiability we sent them our by-laws :ind 
gave them advice and instructions. This society is urging 
the hastening of the carrying out of the German p:yal 
construction plans in view of the incessant increase in 
the military and naval equipment of other Powers, which 
the society regards as a serious menace to Germany.” 
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Both houses of the Legislature of the State of Missouri 
on May 6 adopted a resolution reciting that the Army of 
the Philippines proposes to hold its eighth annual rewiion 
within the confines of the State of Missouri, at K:nsas 
City, on the 13th, 14th and 15th days of August, 1:7, 
and inviting the President of the United States to meet 
with the Army of the Philippines on that occasion, “then 
and there to partake of Missouri hospitality.” The reso- 
lution was offered by Senator Gilmore and Represent:tive 
Shope at the request of the officers of Camp Craig, Army 
of the Philippines, in Kansas City. Camp Craig is ar- 
ranging for the reunion of the national organization, 
which is to be held in Kansas City at the same time as 
that of the 20th Kansas Regiment. : 
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Referring to an article on “The Queer Situation in 
Cuba,” published in these columns on April 27, the

The w* ter 
then urges the necessity of increasing the number of ‘ld 
guns with the French army, and suggests that the avtil- 
lery of each of the French corps should be augmented 
by two groups of three batteries, or a total of 480 s.ns, 
which will allow of opposing 620 four-gun batteries to the 
550 six-gun batteries of the German army.

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AN ORDNANCE VIEW OF ARBITRATION, 


We are glad to learn that the excellent address deliv- 
ered by Gen. William Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, U.S. 
Army, at the dedication of the Engineering Society’s 
Building in New York, April 18, 1907, is to be published 
in the proceedings of the Society of Mechanical Engineers. 
The main purpose of the address was to show that the de- 
sign of ordnance material is a process of mechanical en- 
gincering, requiring the application of the same principles 
and the use of the same methods as are followed in the 
civilian practice of the profession. It might be added that, 
since the engineer of ordnance has not at his disposition 
the various hand-books and convenient tables of reference 


which have been computed for the use of the civil me- 
chanieal engineer, and for which there is a commercial de- 
mand, he must be even more firmly grounded in the scien- 


tific principles of engineering, and must make more fre- 
queni reference to them for the deduction of his working 
methods, than the civilian engineer. 

Geueral Crozier’s address will serve a useful purpose 
in introducing the civil engineering to what is really a 
branch of his own profession and one with which he has 
little occasion or opportunity to get acquainted. With the 
aid of General Crozier’s enlightening exposition of ord- 
pance matters he will be able hereafter to estimate the 
degree of scientific as well as of mechanical skill which is 
brought to.bear upon their work by our Army and Navy 
ordnance officers. Most of the address was occupied with 
a technieal description of the work of ordnance construc- 
tion, ilustrated with diagrams, and an account of the or- 
ganization of the Army Ordnance Corps. General Crozier 
closes with some sensible remarks upon the subject of ar- 
bitration suggested by the peace conference being held in 
New York about the time of its delivery. He remarked 
upon the fact that at the time of the dispute between Rus- 
sia and Japan no one of the signatory powers of The 
Hague treaty of arbitration paid any attention to Article 
27 of that treaty, to which they had all agreed, and which 
required them to remind two nations involved in a dispute 
which threatened to become acute that the Court of Arbi- 
tration was open to them. This was because the futility 
of arbitration in this case was recognized. General Cro- 
zier referred to other cases in which arbitration was not 
only impracticable, but undesirable. The war with Spain, 
the War of the Rebellion, the war between Turkey and 
Russia in 1877, our War of the Revolution, are all cases 
in point. 

Referring to the war with Spain, General Crozier said: 
“Courts must be guided by the law and the precedent and 
the established order as they exist at the time of trial of 
the case. Our contention was to terminate the possession 
in which Spain was firmly established by all the rules of 
international law. No court, whatever its sympathies or 
views of the general welfare might have been, could have 


found justification in any of the principles to which it 
would have had to look for guidance for decreeing that 
Spain’s lawful ownership of Cuba must come to an end 


against her will, and that the disposition of the island. 
either for annexation, autonomy or independence should 
be turned over to the United States. There is no process 
which a court could have attempted by which the final re- 
sult might have been brought about, against Spain’s pro- 
test, except that of war. If the result was desirable here 
is a case in which war served a better purpose than could 
have been served even by a court sympathizing with the 
object, but guided by its conscience and by its oath.” 

Nor would the abolition of slavery and the unification 
of the states have been permitted by a court to which the 
North and South might have submitted their dispute, A’ 
much more likely result would have been the separation 


of the two sections and the endless chain of evils which 
would have followed the establishment of the warring 
republics upon the North American continent. Arbitra- 
tion in such a case is inconceivable. And had arbitration 
been the accepted method at the time of the War of the 
Revolution the American republic would have been im- 
possible. “The principle of taxation without representa- 


tion was well established by the usage of the world; it 
could not be upset by any process not revolutionary in its 
nature, while the forcible withdrawal of the colonies from 
British sovereignty by their own revolt was completely 
beyond and without the pale of all law which could be 
laid down and followed by any tribunal which could have 
been called upon to pass upon the situation. No court 
would have had any choice but to deny a petition for a 
decree of independence if the colonists could have been 
wild enough to present such a petition.” 

Concluding, General Crozier said: “It seems possible 
that one better skilled in the study of international law 
might evolve an acceptable generalization from these and 
other instances which could be found in history, and lay 
down a principle that the established order, as contained 
in the whole body of international law, and usage and 
custom, being the product of human wisdom is subject to 
being wrong, and to being found inapplicable to changed 
conditions and relations which arise in the progress of the 
world; that when such is found to be the case it is clear 
that the existing law should be changed; but that when 
such change is resisted by a community whose interest is 
Supposedly or actually bound up in the wrong order, there 
Is no judicial process by which the change can be effected ; 
that the process must be a revolutionary one, and that re- 
sistance entails that the revolution must be brought about 
by force, that is by war.” 
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PRAISE FOR THE NAVAL MILITIA, 


In Appleton’s Magazine for May Joseph L. Stickney, 
4 well-known ex-Navy officer who resigned in 1871, gives 
2 very complimentary account of the work of the naval 
militia on Lake Michigan last summer, when there was 
assembled there the strongest fleet ever seen upon our in- 
land waters, having the advantage of Perry’s fleet, not in 
numbers, but in steam, iron hulls and a more effective ar- 
mament. It is a notable fact that no protest against the 
Violation of treaty rights came from Great Britain, not- 
Withstanding the fact that we had in the militia fleet three 
ships, each greatly superior in fighting strength to the one 
vessel on our northern inland waters to which our treaty 
wo us. The flagship of the squadron was the old 
Termes née Michigan, Comdr, Henry Morrell, U.S.N. 
rE le other vessels were the Dorothea, Capt. W. F. Purdy ; 
‘ie Lieut. Comdr. A. T. Nicklett; Gopher, Comdr. G. 
Tioe Sten; Yantic, Comdr. F. D. Standish; and Hawk, 
8 ut, Comdr, F. R. Seaman, all these officers being from 
‘ naval militia, and their crews were from Chicago, To- 
> ar Duluth, Detroit and Cleveland. The militia crews 
ba not trained as the regular man-of-war’s men are to 
pei routine performance of duties until they become like 
Second nature to them, but they were all m@h from offi- 





ces, stores and machine shops, who had been able to spare 
cnhly one week in a year to acquaint themselves with their 
duties at sea. Whatever practical service they had had 
was as bluejackets in the regular Navy during the Span- 
ish war. Of their performance in boat drill, signal drill, 
cruising evolutions, night signal exercises, landing drills, 
drills at fire quarters, abandoning ship, ete., Mr. Stickney 
says: 

“In all of these exercises the militiamen showed a very 
creditable understanding of their duties and a highly com- 
mendable desire to perform them satisfactorily. It cannot 
be said that all of the vessels were as proficient as would 
have been the case with similar ships manned by officers 
and men of the regular Navy, but the Dorothea, the Go- 
pher, and the Yantic were especially efficient. In the 
matter of signaling the. alertness of the Gopher and the 
Dorothea was worthy of the highest praise. I have seen 
many a ship in the regular Service in which the signal 
work was not as good as that performed in these two ves- 
sels.” Concerning the technical result of this rendezvous, 
Commander Morrell reported to the Secretary of the Navy 
as follows: “Every regular officer that had anything to 
do with these maneuvers was impressed with the earnest 
desire of every officer and man of the st&te forces to learn 
all he possibly could during the limited time allowed. The 
general smartness, zeal, and rapidity of movement were 
most noticeable. What the lake forces are most in need 
of is proper equipment.” ‘ 

Mr. Stickney’s high estimate of the value of the Naval 
Militia leads him to protest against the present system of 
handicapping them with obsolete, inconvenient and defec- 
tive material. Congress should appropriate a liberal sum 
to be apportioned among the states that maintain a naval 
militia, in proportion to the sums provided by the states 
themselves. The result will be better equipment appropri- 
ations by the states, an increased allotment by the Fed- 
eral government, and a great advancé in the knowledge 
and training of the state naval forces. As to the rela- 
tions of the Regular Navy to the militia, Mr. Stickney 
says: 

“The average regular Navy officer may regard my esti- 
mate of the value of the Naval Militia as altogether too 
high. The trouble with the average Navy officer is that 
he is too much a specialist in certain things to be able to 
take into consideration all of the forces that must be reck- 
oned with. He is generally unacquainted with or indiffer- 
ent to the effect of public opinion. The average Navy 
officer actually resents the suggestion that anybody not 
holding a Navy commission should express opinions and 
advocate ideas relating to the Navy. It is unfortunate that 
such shortsightedness should prevail among men who are 
as capable and as loyal to their ideals of their duty as is 
the average Navy officer; but that it does prevail and that 
it works to the detriment of the Navy I feel sure. 

“Now, the Naval Militia are in close touch with those 
who may be of great help to the regular Navy. They may 
be made to act as a leaven that will bring the mass of the 
people up to a proper appreciation of the Navy’s work and 
of the Navy’s needs. They are—so far aS my observation 
goes—free from any desire to be regarded as co-ordinate 
with the Navy in importance in the scheme of national 
defense. They look to the regular service for progress, for 
instruction, and for example. Wherever the Naval Mili- 
tia are well disciplined and efficient, a healthy public sen- 
timent in favor of the Navy will be found. With some 
few exceptions, naval militia officers do not imagine that 
the tide goes down the instant they step out of their boats. 

“It is greatly to the interest of the regular Navy, there- 
fore, to do all in its power to instruct and encourage the 
Naval Militia. The work so well done by Commander 
Morrell and his officers on Lake Michigan recently should 
commend itself to all other officers in the regular service.” 
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REMINISCENCES OF WEST POINT. 


The fourth of Morris Schaff’s articles entitled, “The 
Spirit of Old West Point,’ appears in the May number 
of the Atlantic Monthly. It is all so admirable that it 
is impossible to condense it and difficult to make extracts. 
He says: “Whenever I review my cadet life, my fellow- 
cadets, West Point, its buildings, its surroundings, and 
its ceremonies all seem to be clothed in the sweet dis- 
tance and softness of shadows in a pool—as gravely beau- 
tiful and far away as the shadows of the trees and slowly 
drifting through the sheep pasture. And yet, when the 
war is interposed for a background, and the fields that I 
have been on, and where some of them lost their lives, 
come back into view, with the quickness of a dream the 
battalion becomes distinct and real.’ 

Among those recalled in these day dreams of the old 
soldier is Pelham, who was next seen after his graduation 
riding across the field near Brandy Station, where he was 
mortally wounded on the 17th of March, 1863. Of him 
General Schaff says: “Of all the men at West Point in 
my day, either as cadets or as officers, his name will pos- 
sibly outlast all save Cushing’s; and I have sometimes 
thought that at the last the dew will sparkle brighter on 
Pelham’s memory. And that for two reasons. _ First, he 
was closely associated with Lee, whose towering fame, 
like a softly burning torch, will light the face of the Con- 
federacy down the murky galleries of time, wooing atone- 
ment for the South at every step. And, second, poetry 
and sentiment, under some mysterious and inexorable im- 
pulse, seem loath to turn away from great displays of 
courage and sacrifice of life for a principle; most loving- 
ly of all will they cherish the ashes of brilliant youth as- 
sociated with failure. The romance of defeat has more 
vitality, I think, than the romance of victery—like the 
morning glory, it blooms freshest over ruins.” L 

When Pelham’s body was carried home to his widowed 
mother in Alabama, “it was on a night when the moon 
was full; and her still, white light lit the way by the cot- 
ton fields he knew so well, and lay softly white on the roof 
and in the dooryard of home. His mother stood waiting 
for him on the doorstep, and, as they bore him up to her, 
she whispered through falling tears, ‘Washed in the blood 
of the Lamb that was slain.’ She is buried beside him in 





the little village graveyard at Jacksonville, Ala. He was 
only twenty-five years old.” : ‘ 
And now for the reverse of the shield. In Pelham’s 


class was a cadet whose square, bull-dog jaws and reso- 
lute face would have certainly caught the eye of any one 
passing down the battalion front searching for the bravest 
cadet in it. He disappeared on the first occasion 
when his company of regulars went into battle. “After 
the engagement he reappeared and acknowledged his fail- 
ure to do his duty, alleging in explanation the low state 
of his system. But at the next fight off he went ; and then 
his commanding officer had a private interview with him, 
telling him that such conduct could not be overlooked, 
that he must remember he was a graduate and a regular. 
The noor fellow cried and begged for just one more chance 
to redeem himself. The chance was given, and it occurred 


at Fredericksburg. Forward moved the regulars. The 
fire swept them; still they went on; but not White 
as the moonlight that fell on Pelham’s dooryard, he broke 
to the rear, and was dropped from the Army.” 

Speaking of others, General Schaff says: ‘In the bat- 
talion with me, there were many more than those I have 
mentioned, whose records and fate it would give me a 
sweet pleasure (though sometimes sadly tinged) to record. 
Ames, who stormed and carried Fort Fisher; Babcock of 
Grant’s staff, one of the best friends I ever had; Beebe 
of my class, who won a medal of honor; Mordecai, who, 
although Southern in all his family connections, remained 
loyal, and who, with Michie, was breveted for conspicu- 
ous daring while carrying on the siege of Fort Wagner; 
the handsome Guenther, whose battery will be remem- 
bered by hundreds of veterans of Sherman’s army; and 
Blount, Willett, Faison, Ball, Wearing, and many more 
who went South; but I cannot do more than I have done. 
The dear fellows do not need my pen; history, it is true, 
is silent; but as long as West Point lives they will live 
with it; and when (to give her personality) she and the 
spirit of our country—and may I add that of the dead 
Confederacy—meet on nights to come and talk over those 
days of trial, when epochs closed, and history was made, 
then they will all be mentioned.” 

Of furlough days, General Schaff says: “But it is 
while the cadet is performing sentinel’s duty in the dead 
hours of the night, while there is around him the mystery 
of darkness, that he dwells on his coming furlough most 
fondly. He clothes every hour of it with the light and 
beauty of dreams. In his fancy he hears the timber and 
the fields welcoming him home again; he feels the paws 
of the, old dog he hunted with as he leaps up on his breast 
to kiss him; he sees the plain, country church spire rever- 
ently pointing starward; and soon, in his uniform, he is 
walking up its aisle, and his mother is at his side. Yes, 
yes, furlough days! you are lifting again through the 
mists, and with all the freshness and spicy odor of bloom- 
ing sweetbriers.”’ 





POST DUTIES FOR FIELD ARTILLERY. 


Chicago, Il]., April 28, 1907. 
To TUE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Now that the Field Artillery has been separated from 
the Coast Artillery, and is really and truly a part of the 
mobile Army, it should be made so in every particular, 
and the first step would be an order from the War De- 
partment réscinding Par. 368, A.R. I have never heard 
any convincing, or even tolerable, reason advanced to 
show why officers and men of the Field Artillery should 
not be on the roster for all duties that fall to officers 
and men of the other branches of the Service. They 
should at all times do their full share of post guard, police 
and fatigue duty, and extra and special duty. The old 
argument that field batteries were schools of instruction, 
where officers had had a few years of duty, no longer has 
any force, for hereafter officers will devote their whole 
service to this special branch, and the claim that the de- 
tail of men from a battery for the ordinary post duties 
would throw the whole organization out of joint and ma- 
terially cripple it as a fighting unit, is hardly to be taken 
seriously. We are told that, when an Artillery driver is 
left behind, his team and equipments go out with another 
man. This is true, but there is hardly a day when some 
trooper’s horse is not necessarily ridden by another man, 
and there is nothing so intricate and delicate about a set 
of Artillery horses that a properly instructed driver should 
get it out of plumb, We are urged “to have garrison 
duty performed as nearly as possible under the same con- 
ditions that would exist in active service,” and it is not 
at all impossible that, after an engagement, many teams 
would have to be taken by other drivers, and the battery 
might have to proceed with two, or even one, platoon. 

Two or three years ago Captain (now major) Foote, 
an accomplished and up-to-date officer of Field Artillery, 
wrote an article for the Journal of the Military Service 
Institution, in which he maintained that field batteries 
should perform their share of post duties, and believed 
that the abolishment of special privileges for the Field 
Artillery would lead to more cordial relations between it 
and the other branches of the Service. Major Foote is 
right, and I firmly believe that all really up-to-date officers 
of Field Artillery agree with him. Foote’s battery at 
Fort Myer probably had as much post duty as any battery 
in the Service. It repeatedly did guard and other duty 
for weeks at a time when a part of the Cavalry command 
was absent at a National Guard encampment or at target 
practice. I do not believe that at any time the battery 
was unable to turn out the three platoons, by reason of 
the post duty it was performing, and I cannot believe 
that it was seriously crippled in efficiency on account of 
having done all of the duties of the soldier, as it was re- 
peatedly selected for exhibition work at the Madison 
Square Garden Military Tournament. 

Grime’s and Riley’s batteries before the Spanisk- 
American War were at the Artillery sub-post at Fort 
Riley, Kan., where all duties of the large sub-post were 
performed by officers and men of the Field Artillery. 
They were not disorganized by this, as was shown by 
their superb work in Cuba, the Philippines and China. I 
dare say the batteries now at Fort Riley are quite up to 
the standard of those at posts where the post guard, 
fatigue, police and most of the extra and special duty 
are done for them. ‘The provisional regiments that were 
assembled at Fort Sill and Fort Riley for instruction 
were able to exist and do their work without other troops 
for guard, police, fatigue, etc. When they perform these 
duties under such circumstances, it is certainly unreason- 
able that they should be excused from them when in gar- 
rison with other troops. 

In 1903 one battery in addition to Foote’s took station 
at Fort Myer, and the strength of the two batteries was 
nearly equal to that of the four troops of Cavalry. This 
was when but sixty-five men were allowed to a troop at 
Fort Myer, so that half of the garrison was required to 
do practically all of the post duty. No matter what high- 
sounding reasons may be advanced for excusing Field 
Artillerymen from post duties, the Cavalryman cannot 
be made to see the reason for, or the justice in. his walk- 





. ing post or laboring on fatigue or police duty, while the 


Field Artilleryman is probably dressed in his best and go- 
ing on pass. 

At one time in the Philippines a squadron of Cavalry 
and battery of Field Artillery were at the same post. 
The Cavalry troops, on account of sickness, the details for 
post duty, details on special duty at Department and 
Division Headquarters, paymaster’s escorts, etc., etc: 
were reduced to six or eight men for duty per troop, and 
while these few men were doing practically all of the 
duties of the post, there was a battery present which, 
in addition to its own strength, had twenty or more men 
attached awaiting transportation to other batteries. You 
will probably ask why the commanding officer did not. re- 
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quire the battery to do regular duty, and the answer is, 
“**Simpty because ‘he had beén informed that ‘sucli action 
‘would not be'Tooked on ‘with favdr by higtier authority.” 

I would like to’ know’ of What'use’ thé bést ‘field battery 
hy thé ontyee rar bé; ‘in’ time’ of war, if {it did ‘not 
“hive “highly efficient troops "as 4 \support?’

if as much, time and intelligence to become 4 first class 
gunner ‘as it does: to become an expert rifleman. The 
, Cavalry has never had and never expected any, exemptions, 
but has always performed its full sharé of all duties. 

The battery guard Of ‘the Field Artillery isa relic; pure 
-andsimple. The Cavalry insisted on this-same old relic 
of, barbarism, for years, but. it -was: finally. abolished to 
the great comfort and satisfaction of all concerned. With 
'the ‘stable, sergeant ‘and othets sleeping at the stable, a 

‘Jiné of from two to six stables is, guarded by a single 
sentinel from the post guard. with as much security and 
_more satisfaction than in ‘the old days when it was 
thought nécessary to have a guard from each troop at each 
“stable. ‘-Even when, the troops furnished a stable guard 
‘they ‘also supplied their quota of men for the post guard. 
The battery guard should go. 

It is, indeed;“desirable“tifat “all tifen should be with 
their organizations at! all: times, and it is-amazing in the 
extreme. to. have so many. men absent from drill and 
other formations for this or that reason, but that it is 
‘more annoying to the Field Artillery officer than ‘to any 
<other is ‘hot plain, and the ‘Field* Artillery should be re- 
“quired to take its full share of the disagreeable things in 
“goldiéring. One Of ‘the hedrt-bréaking things in serving 
‘ith troops to-day is‘the fact thdat-a captain is able to 
“get out for drill: but a few squads instead of a real com- 
‘mand of a full*compasy or trodp.. If*necessary, a field 
“battery should turn dut-for dfill'or parade with two, or 
even one, platoon, just’as a company of Infantry is re- 
quired to turn out with two squads,.or a troop of Cavalry 
to appear with a platoon of tweive or sixteen men, which 

i‘is not at'all uncommon. . , 
‘.Ehe.highly technical and specialized Coast Artillery, 
‘which must be instructed in Infantry drill and maneuvers

‘with hini, they can hardly be éxpected to make an appeal

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THE ENLISTED PERSONNEL. 


To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

This question of inducing men to re-enlist and of secur- 
ing recruits for the military service has already assumed 
alarming proportions. Unless we secure a practically per- 
manent enlisted force to man our ships, the fleet will al- 
ways continue to be a training fleet, and, therefore, will 
never reach the highest degree of efficiency, and this same 
principle applies to the Army as well. 

With our great expansion along commercial lines, comes 
the necessary. expansion of the military, which svems to 
go hand in hand with commercial prosperity, and gratui- 
ties for re-enlistment and increased salaries in the Army 
and Navy may induce certain men to remain in the Ser- 
vice, and attract others—recruits—but if more considera- 
tion and respect were paid the enlisted men in uniform, ii 
public opinion could be brought to look upon a military 
uniform as something demanding respect and considera- 
tion, many difficulties would be removed, and the self-re- 
specting young American would rally to the standard of 
his country in the sustaining consciousness that he need 
not do violence to his nice sense of self-respect and 
dignity by wearing the livery of his country; that he will 
not be imposed upon by some over-civilized individual. 

Under the conditions which obtain in certain localities, 
a gentleman of gentle birth and training—the worthy en- 
listed man: ‘in- uniform—is ostracised from: society, frdm 
certain pifblic:places of ‘amusement, ete., while a citizen 
of equal or inferior. parts, it-may be, is allowed privileges 
forbidden to the man in uniform. But.let the man in uni- 
form lay aside his dress and become a pseudo-citizen and 
he is readily admitted to the places from which he was ex- 
cluded when in uniform, showing it is the uniform itself 
which is objected to—a condition greatly. to be deplored, 
an insult to the flag and nation. 

It is true there are certain men among the enlisted per- 
sonnel who misbehave themselves, but, generally speaking, 
they are practically recruits and of a class who are not 
tolerated any length of time, and who are usually dis- 
charged before their regular terms of enlistment expire. 
It is a question of the majority suffering for the sins of a 
few not inured to the life of discipline which is in itself 
a school of training in points of honor and principle—a 
condition manifestly unfair and unjust. 

The only practical remedy for the alleviation of this de- 
plorable condition is national legislation. The uniform 
should be protected by law the same as the national en- 
sign, which is protected from abuse by recent legislation. 
The aping of the different uniforms worn by the military 
on the part of civilians deteriorates from the respect due 
the national livery, and it would be well if the national 
legislature would take this matter up also and set the ex- 
ample to the civilian population by being the first to more 
publicly recognize the uniforms of the military establish- 
ment. 

Cuter YEOMAN FREDERICK A. ITALLENBECK, U.S.N. 
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HINTS FOR A PHILIPPINE OUTFIT. 

To Army women, especially those coming to the 
Philippines for the first time, perhaps these few words 
may afford help. 

As regards furniture, bring the simplest kinds and. as 
little as possible, Iron or brass beds with mosquito 
nettings to fit, springs well. varnished to prevent rust, 
mzitresses and pillows to suit one’s personal taste; plenty 
of sheets and pillow slips with a few blankets, both cot- 
ton and wool. : ; 

A-desk with a good lock is almost a necessity, while 
iron or other strong: washstands, plain chests of drawers, 
a few rocking chairs, some small mirrors will add great- 
ly to comfort. One can usually buy native chairs which 
will answer for. dining and bedroom use, while fine Hong 
Kong or Bilibid ‘chairs and tables may usually be ob- 
tained at the expense of some time and:not much money. 
But the Bilibid furniture, being the product of convict 
labor, cannot be taken back to the States. Rugs are 
rarely used, the various native mats making a good 
floor covering when any is wanted. 

Bring good lamps with additional wicks and chimneys, 
plenty of. plain table furnishings, but no elaborate linen, 
silver, china nor glass, and a liberal outfit of ordinary 








-kitchen utensils—these are difficult to replace. 


An American washboard and two galvanized tubs will 
be a great protection against the rapid ‘wearing of the 
clothes by beating with paddles, the native method. The 
native can readily be taught to wash in the accepted 
way, but he will want to use a Filipino flatiron. It is a 
much better kind for warm climates; he does not take 
kindly to ironing by standing at a board or table, but 
sits cross-legged on the floor and makes one filling of the 
iron with charcoal which lasts a long time. 

A sewing machine will prove a useful article; also 
thread, good needles, pins, safety-pins and hair-pins, all 


-carefully protected against dampness.

In:Manila more 
dress is required. 

For your portly male relatives make them bring icp 
or a dozen suits of underclothing of nainsook or some 
other thin variety, in the large sizes easily obtainable in 
the States. It is difficult to get such things here, and 
the lack of them brings trials to the helpmeet; ordinary 
sizes can be had in the Q.M.D. 

Don’t bring expensive furniture; don’t bring expensiva 
clothing—don’t bring anything that it will tear your 
soul to have broken, torn or otherwise injured.

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WHY MEN FOR THE ARMY ARE LACKING.

The War Department is greatly worrying of late how to 
obtain sufficient men to keep the Army up to its present 
standard, From all appearances the enlistments from now 
on will fall below 50 per cent.

In 
the Army he gets, with his continuous service pay, in the 
neighborhood of $30 per: month. He has separate uar- 
ters, but as he comes below grade 14, par. 9, A-R., lie is 
not entitled to any fuel and he must buy his fuel (through 
the kind-heartedness of some officer) from the Quartermas- 
ter’s Department.-or from a fuel company. Therefore can 
a non-commissioned staff officer below grade 14, like color 
sergeant or battalion and squadron’ sergeant major. be 
blamed for quitting the Army?

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FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 

News of the destruction of a Japanese fishing boat, 
with the loss of thirteen lives, as a result of an ex- 
plosion of.a derelict mine off Toyama, was brought by the 
steamship ; Rio Jun Maru to Victoria, B.C., on May 13. 


. The fishermen mistook the mine for an oil drum and were 


trying to pick it up when it exploded, destroying their 
schooner. -Of all on board only one escaped. He was res- 
cued by another fishing craft. 

The sword of honor which ‘was to have been given to 
Lieutenant: General Stoessel, who commanded the Russian 
forces at Port Arthur, was on May 12 formally presented 


-to the Museum of War Relics in St. Petersburg by the 


Officers’ Club of that city. The presentation was made 
as inconspicuous as possible. General Stoessel was not 
invited to attend the ceremony. The dedicatory inscrip- 
tion to Stoessel has been effaced from the sword, and in its 
place is a complimentary reference to the Russian army. 


. A tablet dedicated to the late Major General Kondrat- 


chenko, commander of the 7th East Siberian Rifles, who 
was killed in the battle between the Russians and Jap- 
anese at 203 Meter Hill, was unveiled. 

Lieut. Col. George Vincent Fosbery, V.C., an officer of 
the British army well known to our Service, and inventor 


‘of the Paradox sporting gun and the Fosbery automatic 
_ revolver, died May 8. He entered the Indian army in 
- 4852 and won the Victoria Cross during the Umbeyla 


campaign of 1863. He retired from the service in 1877. 
Since his retirement Colonel Fosbery had devoted much 
attention to machine guns, which he succeeded in having 
adopted by the British army, and to the invention and im- 
provement of firearms for military and sporting purposes. 

The trial of sixteen persons accused of professional 
usury began at Munich, Bavaria, May 6. The reading of 
the indictment occupied the whole of the forenoon. Ba- 
yarian cavalry officers of high rank, several of whom com- 
mitted forgery and other crimes, and who already have 
been punished, were the victims of the usurers. Some of 
the latter induced officers to pay as high as 100 per cent. 
interest on money which was squandered in gambling for 
high stakes. The prosecution of the usurers is attracting 
widespread interest. 

A Constantinople despatch announces that seven bat- 
teries of Turkish troops have practically been annihilated 
during a battle with rebels in the province of Yemen, 
Turkish Arabia. The commander-in-chief of the Turkish 
forces is urgently calling for reinforcements, The Arabs 


appear to- be generally victorious in their fights with the 


Turks, which have been going on at intervals for twelve 
years. 

The ocean-going torpedoboat destroyer Afridi was 
launched at the Elswick yards, England, May 8. She is 
the first of a new type of 800-ton destroyers, is 255 feet 
long, and, according to the contract, she must develop a 
speed of 33 knots on oil fuel. 

Chili's new navy reorganization plan includes the con- 
struction of two first-class ironclads, one first-class pro- 
tected cruiser, four high-sea destroyers and one mining 
ship. 

One hundred and twenty men of the crew of the 
French armored cruiser Victor Hugo remained ashore 
at Lorient, France, May 5, under the pretext that the 
Ten of them 
were arrested. 

The Jiji Shimpo, of Tokio, states that, according to 
the government’s present plans, the efficiency of the 


_Japanese navy in 1915 will be double what it was before 


the Russo-Japanese war. 

Reports from Malta state that the British battleship 
Implacable has broken the world’s coaling record, having 
taken on board.1,050 tons of coal at that port at the 
rate of 394 tons per hour, only baskets being used and 
without the help of shore labor. The King Edward VII. 
held the previous record, having shipped 384.4 tons per 
hour at Plymouth. 

The Militiir Zeitung publishes the orders for the Ger- 
man Grand Maneuvers for 1907. The 7th and 10th Army 
Cavalry divi- 
sions will be formed in the 1st, 7th, 8th and 10th Army 
Corps. In addition to the horse artillery one or two ma- 
chine-gun groups will be attached to three of these divi- 
sions; cavalry staff rides, too, will take place in certain 
army corps. The engineers will carry out grand maneu- 
vers in the neighborhood of Frankford-on-the-Oder, Ulm, 
and Coblentz. In addition, an attack on a fortress will 
take place at Posen, but without the assistance of the 
army heavy artillery. 





We announced in our issue of last week, page 1007, the 
action of the Secretary of War on the report of the board 
of officers, of which Col. Philip Reade, 23d U.S. Inf., is 
president, for the purpose of testing revolvers and auto- 
matic pistols, The eight recommendations submitted by 
the board were as follows: 1. That sufficient Colt double 
action revolvers, caliber .45, be issued to arm the troops

arm three troops of Cavalry, be obtained and issued for 


a service test of not less than one year. 3, That sufficient 
Savage automatic pistols, caliber .45, to arm completely 
three troops of Cavalry be obtained and issued for a ser- 
t 4. That one troop of 
Caviry stationed at each of the posts to which the auto- 
matic pistols may be assigned be armed completely with 
Colt double action revolvers, caliber .45, for a period of 
not less than one year, 5. That the pistols and revolvers 


‘so issued be used to the exclusion of the present weapon, 


which should be turned in. 6. That the troop command- 


_¢rs to whose organizations the pistols and revolvers re- 


ferred to above may be issued be carefully chosen for their 


‘interest in the selection of a proper weapon. 7. That these 
_ Pistols and revolvers be. used in all respects as are the 


present revolvers in drills, target practice, maneuvers, 
ete, and that a complete and detailed record be kept of 


. all misfires, malfunctions, and jams, and of the repairs 


necessary to keep the arms in a serviceable condition. 8. 


: That at the end of one year after date of issue complete 


anc detaiied reports be submitted by the respective troop 
commanders to the Adjutant General. As we announced 
last week, the recommendation that three troops of Cav- 
alry in the United States be armed with Colt automatic 
Pistols, and three troops with Savage automatic pistols, 


‘Was approved; but it was. decided not to purchase any re- 


volvers at the present time, although both revolvers tested 
were’ found to bé exceHent weapons of their kind. It is 
expected that the use of automatic pistols in the Service, 


‘ for a year, will furnish such information. as will enable 
‘ those interested in furnishing this type of pistol to make 


such improvements as will meet the objections which the 
board have found to the final adoption of any one of the 


models presented. Invitations to submit proposals for 
furnishing 200 pistols of the Colt and 200 of the Savage 
type have been issued, but the Savage Company has re- 
plied that it is not in a position to furnish. this limited 
number of pistols of the caliber of .45, at the present 
time. The board was of the opinion that the pistol final- 
ly adopted should be of the caliber .45. 
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In noting last week the report of the deputy fiscal, a 
civil official of Santiago, on the recent affray in that 
city between the local police and a party of bluejackets 
on shore leave from the U.S.S. Tacoma, we ventured the 
opinion that his report was untrustworthy. This view 
of the matter is shared by the Havana Daily Telegraph, 
which, in a leading editorial, remarks: ‘The vague and 
silly report of the deputy fiscal of Santiago de Cuba 
sufficed to confirm our suspicion that there was much 
that the local authorities wished to conceal, and that 
suspicion is turned into a conviction by the report of 
the American consul at Santiago, Mr. Holaday, who 
says that the affair was nothing less than ‘a murderous 
assault by the municipal police on the sailors’ It seems 
sufficiently established that the sailors were not armed, 
and that the police should therefore have been able to 
repel any aggression without shooting to kill, as evident- 
ly they did. The fact that Captain Lay was hanging 
about armed with a sword cane, an illegal weapon, when 
off duty, and after going away and changing his uniform 
for citizen’s clothes, furnishes a strong presumption that 
he was deliberately seeking trouble with the sailors. But 
it’ seems that the endeavor to placate the natives under 
any and all circumstances, and in any and all things, 
from removing honest and capable officials at the behest 
of the Claims and Jobs Committee, to sacrificing Ameri- 
= sailors, must take precedence of all other considera- 
ions. 
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The Army Artillery have an appropriation for depress- 
ing position finders which they are anxious to expend as 
judiciously as possible. The question of selection has ac- 
cordingly been submitted to an Artillery board consisting 
of Capts. H. J. Hatch, C. E. Kilbourne and H. W. Schull, 
Art. Corps. The type of position finder now in use is the 
Warner-Swayze. Other instruments are the Whistler- 
Hearn, invented by Col. G. N. Whistler, A.C., and Capt. 
C. C. Hearn, A.C.; the Lewis, invented by Major I. N. 
Lewis, A.C., and the invention of Major W. C. Rafferty, 
A.C. The board will subject these various instruments 
to competitive tests at Fort Monroe next July, each of 
them having already been tested in the forts. The Whist- 
ler-Hearn has been favorably reported on but not recom- 
mended for adoption, since the report on it has material- 
ly improved. But now comes the Lewis, a new instru- 
ment, at one-half the cost. It will be remembered that 
Major Lewis was the pioneer in this field, others having 
followed his lead, . 
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Lieut. Col. Robert L. Bullard, 8th U.S. Inf., returned 
to Havana May 9 from Santiago, where he was sent with

Three or four others, it appears, failed to do so and 
jumped into the water. While in this helpless condition, 
the police continued firing on them.”

Furber, have been transferred to the corps of eivil engi- 
neers. The former has already gone to the Rensselaer 
Polytechnic Institute, where he will stay two years before 
reporting for duty with the corps. Ensign Furber is now 
in Washington to pass the physical examination and will 
be sent to Troy in a few weeks. 


“Nothing could be wider of the mark,” says Forrest 
and Stream, “than the assertion made during the sessions 
of the Peace Congress, held recently in New York city, 
that rifle practice by students in our schools and colleges 
should be discouraged on the ground that it induces a war- 
like spirit. As a matter of fact, the man who is known 
to be a skilled marksman exercises more moral influence 
than a battalion of men who know the rifle only as an ac- 
cessory to drills and dress parades. If America ever 
again merits the term ‘a nation of riflemen,’ a term to 
which she was at one time entitled, her peace with the na- 
tions will be assured.” 








Orders have been received at the Portsmouth and De- 
vonport dockyards to lay the keel of a battleship of the 
Dreadnought type in each yard as soon as the battleships 
Temeraire and Bellerophon, now in course of’ building, 
have been launched. They will be launched in August 
next. ‘The understanding was that in case the proposal 
for disarmament should take definite shape in The Hague 
Peace Conference only one new Dreadnought would be 
laid down. The order for two Dreadnoughts is Great 
Britain’s acknowledgment of Germany’s refusal to enter- 
tain the question of disarmament. 
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It is to be hoped that the thorough individual physical 
examination of the cadets at the Military Academy under 
the new system of examination will show results as favor- 
able as those obtained at the Naval Academy by such an. 
examination. Every member of the incoming class at West 
Point will have to present a remarkably fine physique to 
pass the scrutiny of the board of three surgeons, but those 
already in the Academy will not be rejected except for 
defects that seriously affect their efficiency: 


The steamer Capt. Charles W. Rowell, built for the 
Quartermaster’s Department, U.S.A., for service in the 
vicinity of New London, Conn., was launched at Wilming- 
ton, Del..

RECENT DEATHS. 

Gen. Orlando B. Willcox, U.S.A., retired, who died 
at Cobourg, Ontario; Canada, May 10, 1907, was a gal- 
lant veteran of the Mexican and Civil Wars. He was 
born in Michigan, April 16, 1823, and was appointed a 
cadet-at the Military Academy, July 1, 1843; was gradu- 
ated and appointed a second lieutenant in the 4th Artil- 
lery, July 1, 1847, in which he was promoted first lieu- 
tenant, April 30, 1850. -He-resigned-his commission Sept. 
10, 1857. On May.1, 1861, he re-entered the Service as 
colonel of the Ist Michigan Volunteer Infantry, from 
which he was honorably mustered ont Aug. 16, 1862, and 
was appointed brigadier general of Volunteers on the 
20th of the same month. He was mustered out of the 
Volunteer service Jan. 15, 1866, and appointed colonel of 
the 29th Infantry, under the reorganization act of July 
28, 1866. He was transferred to the 12th Infantry. 
March 15, 1869, which he commanded until appointed 
brigadier general, Oct. 18, 1586. He was retired by dpera- 
tion of law, having reached the age of sixty-four years, 
April 16, 1887. General Willcox was breveted briga- 
dier general and major general, March 2, 1867, for gal- 
lant and meritorious services in the battle of Spottsyl- 
yania Court House>and gallant and meritorious services 
in the capture of Petersburg, respectively; was breveted 
major genera] of Volunteers Aug. 1, 1864, for dis- 
tinguished and gallant services in the several actions 
since erossing the Rapidan. He was also awarded a Con- 
gressional Medal of Honor for most distinguished gal- 
lantry in the battle of Bull Run; July 21, 1861, where he 
voluntarily led repeated charges of his regiment—the 1st 
Michigan—and the 11th New York, unti] he was wounded 

. and taken prisoner. He was kept in close confinement at 

Charleston and Columbia, 8.C., November, 1861, to Feb- 


“yuary, 1862, as a hostage for rebel privateers. 


Among 
other battles he engaged in were South Mountain, Antie- 
Church, siege and operations about Petersburg, Va., 
Church, siege and operations about Petersburgh, Va., 
and other campaigns and skirmishes. The deceased 
was twice married, first to a daughter of the late Chan- 
cellor Elon Farnsworth, of Michigan, and after her death, 
during his Army service in the Southwest, to the present 
Mrs. Willcox, who has long been known in Washington. 
General Willcox was a member of the Army and Navy 
Club, the M.O.L.L.U.S., and the Aztec Club. He was also 
an ex-president of the Michigan State Association, which 
has. among its membership a number of the men who 
served in his old 1st Michigan. He was a gentleman of 
very gracious and affable manners, a true soldier and 
popular with officers and men alike. With his death 
passed away one of the few noteworthy survivors of the 
eminent officers of the great rebellion. At West Point 
General Willcox was in the class with Major Gen. Am- 
brose FE. Burnside, Generals Griffin, Ayres; Gibbon and 
Fry, of the Union Army, and Gens. Harry Helts, A. P. 
Hill and Bee, cf the Confederate Army—the latter being 
slain at the time General Willcox’s division occupied 
the stubbornly defended city of Petersburg, before which 
it had been campaigning for many months. He was in the 
same West Point “corps” as Gen. Ulysses 8. Grant, Gen. 
Stonewall Jackson and Gen, George B. McClellan, and 
was a personal friend of all of them. 

The death of Gen, Orlando B. Willcox recalls an inter- 
esting episode in his history. He was captured at the 
first Bull Run battle and was a prisoner in Charleston, 
S.C., with Colonel Frye, afterwards president of the Swiss 
Republic, who was serving in our Army at the time, and 
Nathan Goff, once Secretary of the Navy and now a F'ed- 
era] judge in West Virginia. News came to the Confed- 
erate authorities that the United States government had 
captured several men on a Confederate privateer and had 
put then in jail, intending to hang them as pirates, as they 
were making war under a flag having no international rec- 
ognition. Willcox, Frye and Goff were accordingly put 
into the death cells of Charleston jail and informed that 
they were to be hung as soon as news was received of the 
hanging of the Confederate privateermen. Willeox was 
given a Bible and a pack of playing cards to amuse him- 
self with while awaiting execution, After a time he fell 
asleep and had a vivid dream. He was wandering through 
a graveyard when he came upon a tombstone bearing this 
inscription: “O. B. Willcox died ,’ the date we 
do not recall. He then woke up, and as he said, was per- 
fectly tranquil in mind, for he felt sure that he was not 
to be hung, and he was not hung, as news came that the 
Federal government had decided not to hang the priva- 
teers. It would be interesting to know whether the date 
upon the tombstone corresponded with that of General 
Willcox’s death. 

Col. John Martin, special deputy collector of customs, 
died at his home at Plattsburg, N.Y., May 12, in the sixty- 
eighth year of his life. The news of his death will be re- 
ceived with regret by every Army officer who has been sta- 
tioned at Plattsburg Barracks during the last twenty-five 
years. Colonel Martin’s geniality of manner, his unfail- 
ing wit and sense of humor made him always a welcome 
visitor at the post. He was a veteran of the Civil War, 
having served in the 123d N.Y. Volunteer Infantry, and 
fought until wounded at Culp’s Farm, Virginia, necessi- 
tating the amputation of his right leg. For nearly forty 
years he had been employed in the customs’ service at 
Plattsburg: for the last twenty years as deputy collector. 
He was an uncle of Capt. A. L. Parmerter, 21st U.S. Inf.

its Venerable Master, therefore be it resolved that we bow

in their bereavement; and be it further resolved that this 
resolution be spread upon the records of the Lodge and a 
copy furnished the family of our departed brother.”

Mrs. Nan¢y Elizabeth Senn, mother of Lieut. Comdr. 
Thomas J. Senn, U.S.N., died at Birmingham, Ala., sud- 
denly on May 9, 1907. 

Brig. Gen. Matthew M. Blunt, U.S.A., retired, an offi- 
cer of distinguished service, died in his home, No. 157 Pu- 
laski street, Brooklyn, N.Y., May 14, from a complication 
of diseases brought on by age. General Blunt was a na- 
tive of New York and was graduated from the U.S.M.A. 
as a brevet second lieutenant July 1, 1853, and was as- 
signed to the 2d Artillery. He served against the Semi- 
nole Indians in Florida from 1852 to 1855. He was pro- 
moted second lieutenant in the 2d Artillery in September, 
1853, and first lieutenant in March, 1855. On May 14, 
1861, he was promoted captain, 12th U.S. Infantry, and 
among other services was in the defense of Forts Jeffer- 
son and Pickens, Fla. He served in the Virginia Penin- 
sular Campaign, from March to August, 1862, taking part 
in the siege of Yorktown, battle of Gaines’s Mill. where 
he was wounded, and in the battle of Malvern Hill. For 
gallant and meritorious services at the latter battle, he 
received the brevet of major, July 1, 1862. He took part 
with his regiment in the battles of Manassas and Antie- 
tam, and in the Rappahannock Campaign, and in the bat- 
tles of Fredericksburg and Chaneellorsville, being in com- 
mand of his regiment. He was in the Richmond Campaign, 
taking part in the assaults of Petersburg, and also the 
siege of that place in 1864. For gallant and meritorious 
services at the battle of Fredericksburg he received the 
brevet of lieutenant colonel, and for gallant and meritori- 
ous services in front of Petersburg, Va., he received the 
brevet of colonel. After the war he served at various 
posts of duty, which included frontier duty in the West. 
He was promoted major, 7th Infantry, July 30, 1865; 
was transferred to the 14th Infantry March 15, 1869: was 
promoted lieutenant colonel, 25th Infantry, Oct. 7, 1874; 





- colonel of the 16th Infantry, July 3, 1883. He was re- 


tired from active service Aug. 13, 1894, and was advanced 
to the grade of brigadier general on the retired list April 
23; 1904. He held the degree of A.M., conferred by Co- 
lumbia College, N.Y., in 1856. After his retirement he 
made his home in New York city with his son, Major A. 
«. Blunt. of the Artillery Corps, now stationed at Fort 
‘Ferry. The funeral was held at the Church of St. Mat- 
thew, Brooklyn, N.Y¥., May 17, and the burial was at 
West Point. 

Mr. Charles H. Haswell, known throughout the world 
as the dean of the profession of civil engineering, and 


within ten days of celebrating his ninety-fifth birthdsy 
died in New York city, May 13, 1907, from a fall in {)\¢ 
dining-room of his home, No. 324 West Seventy-eight} 
street. Despite his advanced years, he had been in gooq 
health and a regular worker in charge of important ¢i!; 
construction work. He was born in New York city, anj 
when nineteen years old entered the employ of James P 
Allaire, proprietor of the then largest steam engine bui}\. 
ing plant in the United States. In 1836 he joined j\, 
U.S. Navy as chief engineer, and on Oct. 3, 1844, he was 
made engineer-in-chief. In 1837 he designed and coy. 
structed the first steam launch, The Sweetheart, which 
made her trial trip in the East River. He also desigiiog 
the machinery for ten war vessels. After being droped 
from the Navy list, May 14, 1852, he built several mor. 
chant steamships and designed various important engin«.-r- 
ing structures. In 1853 he received a diamond ring fy), 
Emperor Nicholas for professional service. In 1848 }\o 
designed the eatire engine and boiler equipment of 1} 
United States steam frigate Powhatan. He was the first 
to apply zinc to a steam boiler, and later in the hold of 
steamship, to arrest the corrosive action of the salt wajcr 
Mr. Haswell was dropped from the Navy for alleged dis. 
respect. He could have been restored to duty providije 
he apologized, but refused to do so. Besides writins 
various scientific treatises, he was the author of “Rey. 
niscences of an Octogenarian of New York, 1816 to 1X\\,"

In the case of the U.S. against the William Cramp 
and Sons’ Ship and Engine Building Company, involving 
the claim of that company for damages resulting from de- 
lay in constructing the battleship Indiana, the Supreme 
Court of the United States on May 13 rendered judgment 
reversing the decision of the Court of Claims, by which 
$135,000 was awarded. The facts in the case showed that 
there was two years’ delay in the completion of the ves- 
sel, and instead of being ready for commission three 
years after the signing of the contract in 1890, as that 
instrument required, the ship was not ready for five years; 
but it also was shown that the Government had been re- 
sponsible for the postponement. This responsibility was 
promptly assumed, and the Secretary of the Navy released 
the company from all penalties, at the same time under- 
taking to make this release an offset for damages caused 
by the company by the delays. The company accepted 
the release and then presented its claim for damages to 
the Court of Claims, alleging that the Secretary had no 
authority in determining the responsibility of the United 
States. ‘The opinion of the Supreme Court was delivered 
by Chief Justice Fuller.

I, The authority conferred upon the Secretary of War by 
Sec. 4 of the Act of Congress approved June 22, 1906, amend- 
ing Sec. 1661 of the Revised Statutes, to relieve a State or 
Territory from further accountability for United States prop- 
erty in the hands of its militia that has been lost or destroyed 
through no fault or neglect, or that has become unserviceable 
or unsuitable from use in service, extends to property so lost 
or destroyed or rendered unserviceable or unsuitable prior to 
the passage of the act cited, and which has not been accounted 
for otherwise. The provision in said section that the money 
value of stores lost or destroyed by reason of carelessness or 
neglect on the part of the militia shall be charged against the 
allotment of the State or Territory under Sec. 1661 of the 
Revised Statutes, as amended, applies to losses due to such 
causes tat occurred before the passage of the Act of June 22, 
1906, as well as to such losses occurring thereafter, provided 
that the property so lost or destroyed has not. been accounted 
for otherwise. 

Il. The Ordnance Department will furnish, upon requisition, 
leather waist belt adapters for use with waist belts and bayonet 
scabbards. 

The adapter is so made that the waist belt will pass through 
it nearer to the top than to the bottom. To assemble the 
adapter on the bayonet scabbard, pass the flat steel hook of 
the secabbard through the bottom slot in the adapter from the 
front to the back and through the top slot from the back to 
the front. The spring fastener of the bayonet scabbard is then 
engaged, and the belt should be passed through one of the 
narrow slots from the front to the back over the flat steel hook 
and out of the other slot from the back to the front.

€ specifications alleged in part that Lieutenant Ball, hav- 





ing erroneously identified and claimed as his own a certain 
uniform ‘cape’ belonging to Capt. Dwight E. Holley, 4th Inf.,: 
about the 9th of February, 1907, did about the 10th of Féb- 
ruary, -1907, write to his C.0, an official communication, in 
which Lieutenant :Ball did, without warrant in fact, wilfully 
and disrespectfully charge Captain Holley with knowingly keep- 
ing in his (Holley’s) possession a cape known not to be his— 
the said Holley’s—using this language referring to the latter 
‘*whether-he believes it to belong to me or not.’’ ' 

Lieutenant Ball also charged Captain Holley with making a 
false ‘official statement to his—the said Holley’s—C.O., sub- 
stantially as follows: ‘‘I do formally charge Capt. Dwight E. 
Holley with reporting to his C.O. that he had bought a cape 
from: John G. Haas ‘a short time ago’—-a year ago or more— 
exact date not given, and that he knew at the time that such 
report was false and untrue.’’. é 3 

Lieutenant Ball having “been thereafter shown a receipt in 
the usual form from the firm of John G. Haas, in favor of 
Captain Holley, for one (1) cape, which said receipt showed as 
purchased under date of ‘March 27, 1905, and having been 
shown a letter from said John G. Haas to the C.O., Fort Mac- 
kenzie, Wyo., dated about Feb. 16, 1907, which said letter 
gave the measurements of Captain Holley’s cape and stated 
date of purchase of said cape to be March, 1905, and being 
asked by his C.O., Major Shanks, 4th Inf., if he—Lieutenant 
Ball—desired to change or modify the charges made against 
Captain Holley, did decline to change or modify said charges. 

The accused pleaded ‘‘not guilty’’ to all the specifications 
and to both charges. The court found Lieutenant Ball ‘‘Not 
guilty’’ and acquitted him. 

In reviewing the proceedings, Major General Greely says: 
“The court desires to record its conviction that in the unfortu- 
nate controversy leading to the present trial the adherents of 
both sides have acted upon honest conviction and in good faith; 
that,’ through a combination of circumstances, each side has 
felt compelled to labor to establish the right as he saw it. 

‘*Action.—In the foregoing case is well illustrated the futil- 
ity of allowing personal contentions to enter into the official 
affairs of a garrison. The officers concerned are both reminded 
in this connection that their first duty is to the Service, and in 
the interest of discipline and harmony that personal animus 
and accri i di i should not be permitted to in- 
terfere with such duty. Subject to this remark the acquittal 
was approved May 3, 1907. Lieutenant Ball will be released 
from arrest and restored to duty.’’

Captain Hooker left 
the land to the War Department, providing that- the Presi- 
dent of the United States should execute the will, with the 
stipulation that the land, which is situated near Gales- 
burg, Ill., shall be used as a site for a military school. He 
also provided that $200,000 .in cash should be used in 
beautifying the grounds and toward the maintenance of 
the school.

THE HAGUE CONFERENCE. 


As the time for the assembling of the Internation::) 
Peace Conference at The Hague draws near the wisdom 
which guided the appointment ‘of the American represer- 
tatives in that body becomes more and more appreciabje. 
We have heard much of late to the effect that our 
delegates should have been chosen, in part, at least, from 
the group of voluble doctrinaires and sentimentalisis 
who profess to believe that war is an unmixed evil which 
can be forever abolished by a joint agreement-among ni- 
tions, and that peace, without the organized force to main 
tain it, can be made obligatory on the world. Happily 
this well-meaning but misguided group of. Americans has 
no representative in our delegation to The Hague.  In- 
stead, our delegates are all broad-minded, practical men of 
affairs, three of whom, Rear Admiral Sperry, :of the 
Navy; Brigadier General Davis, of the Army, and Gen. 
Horace Porter, haye played important. parts in.great. pro- 
jects: of. national.defense;, -QOf, the others, ;Mr.Choate, Doc- 
‘tor Hill and Mr.; Buchanan. are trained;.diplomats of ex- 
‘tensive experience, and Judge Rose, Mr. Butler and Mr. 
Scott are jurists well versed. in .the usages of: interna- 
tional law. Thus constituted, the American delegation 
can be depended upon. to present to-the fortheoming con- 
ference a clear, logical. definition of. our national attitude 
with respect to the questions submitted for -consideration. 

Events of very recent occurrence make it perfectly clear 
that the proceedings of the conference will develop a sit- 
uation of extremely delicate character. The program as 
announced several weeks ago contained a long list of 
questions proposed for consideration, but within the space 
‘of a fortnight they have been completely eclipsed and sup- 
planted by another question that was not embodied in thie 
‘program at all; That question, namely, whether there 
shall be an agreement looking to international disarma- 
ment, or to placing a limitation on armaments, overshai- 
ows everything else, and if forced upon the conference vy 
theorists and dreamers it may lead to conditions that will 
menace the peace of the world. The program was prt- 
pared by Russia, and as she has emerged from war in a 
condition which requires her to create a new navy. it was 
ebvious that she could not consider the question of disar- 
mament, and it was therefore purposely omitted. ‘Tlic 
British Parliament voted many months ago to instruct 
the British delegates to The Hague to present, proposials 
aimed at some sort of limitation on armaments, and when 
the conference was first proposed Great Britain, the Unit- 
ed States and Spain all reserved the right to submit this 
question for consideration. Germany has frankly avow+d 
her opposition to the presentation of the question and. licr 
attitude was made additionally clear and unmistakable by 
the Imperial Chanceilor, von Buelow, in. an address before 
‘the Reichstag on April 30, in which he said: “So long 
as there is not even a hope for a satisfactory solution of 
this question and no method for its practical application 
exists we cannot expect anything from its discussion at 4 
conference. On the contrary, the danger is that an unde- 
sirable eifect may be produced by arousing divergent inter- 
ests.” 

It is not necessary for present purposes to read any sil- 
ister meaning into Prince von Buelow’s vague allusion {0 
the danger of causing undesirable effects by arousing diver- 
gent interests. It is evident, however, that if the ques- 
tion of disarmament is thrust upon the conference it ill 
be in spite of Germany’s protest and in open defiance of 
German influence. There is the danger péint. To discuss 
the question under such conditions might easily have the 
effect of increasing the profound distrust which alre: ady 

prevails among the great European powers. Justly or un- 
justly, Germany: regards the whole disarmament project 
as a scheme to: entrap her. The entente between (rea! 
Britain and France, the Anglo-Japanese alliance, the new 
treaty between France and Japan, and the increasingly in- 
timate relations between England and — are all Tr

The whole fanciful ptoject of. disarmament. is’ based. 
upon a proposition which is abhorrent, to ,the first princi- 
ple of sovereignty.. That -proposition. is that. each nation 
subscribing to a disarmament agreement shall pledge her- 
self to impose: a limit upon, her. own defensive power. Is 
it conceivable. that the United. States would ever ratify a 
compact binding it.to go so far and no further in provid- 
ing for its deferses*on ‘tand-and sea? Such a treaty ema- 
nating from The Hague would require every party to it to 
surrender one of;the elementary attributes-of sovereignty 
and transfer it to a body possessing neither sovereignty 
nor the power to inforce its own decrees. 

Any forced discussion of this question at The Hague, 
even if ¢ jermany alone should oppose it, would be ‘a ‘seri- 
ous proceeding, and the result would probably be to ac- 
celerate the creation of armaments instead of checking it. 
The great nations of the world are suspicious of one an- 
other, The competition among them is becoming sharper 
and sharper and none of them is willing to trust her ri- 
vals. This fact, we confidently believe, will be strongly 
emphasized by the treatment of the disarmament project 
at The Hague. We shall all haye cause to be thankful in- 
deed if the proceedings of that body do not ultimately im- 
peril rather than safeguard the peace of the world.

RETIRED PAY OF ENLISTED MEN. 


Those interested in the Act of March 2, 1907, “provid- 
ing for the retirement of non-commissioned officers, petty 
officers and enlisted men of the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps of the United States,” will remember how our as- 
surance that the bill would become a law was justified 
by the event. Similarly we have insisted that the act 
would be so construed as to give the advantages of the 
law to all belonging to the class of retired men it was 
intended to benefit, while other papers, less well-informed, 
have argued ‘that its benefits would be limited to those 
retired after passage of the act, March 2, 1907. We could 
not understand how any one having the’ slightest knowl- 
edge of legal construction could hold otherwise than we 
did and as the: Treabury Department now does. It was of 
course prudent: for pay officers to wait until the act was 
authoritatively construed before paying out on the éredit 
of it money that might possibly be charged against their 
accounts, and the fact that they did so gave temporary 
encouragement to ‘the fears of the pessimists. Now comes 
the Comptroller of the Treasury and says: 


From Feb. 14, 1885, until March 16, 1896, retired enlisted 
men were paid separate commutation allowances for rations 
and clothing; and from the earlier date retired men have con- 
tended that they were also entitled to a commutation allow- 
ance for quarters, fuel and light. Congress seems at length 
to have accepted this view of the case, but the Act of March 2, 
1907, does not expressly provide that men already on the re- 
tired list should receive the allowance for quarters, fuel and 
light, provided for in said act. Unquestionably, Congress in- 
tended that they should get’ the increase, and this is supported 
by the report on the subject made to the Senate by the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs, a copy of which is enclosed here- 
with. In my opinion, thé purpose of the law was to add this 
' $6.25 to the monthly pay and allowances of retired enlisted 
men, including men then on the retired list, and it was not 
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- contemplated that the seventy-five per cent. should be com- 


puted on temporary increase of pay. given for the special rat- 
ings hereinbefore mentioned, or on the twenty per cent. in- 
crease for foreign service. Taking the three laws together, I 
submit that when the Act of March 2; 1907, gives retired men 
$6.25 as an allowance for quarters, fuel and light, men retired 
before that date are entitled to claim that sum as an allow- 
ance under the Act of Feb. 14, 1885, as soldiers, when on ac- 
tive list, havé always been furnished with quarters, fuel and 
light, as well as with rations and clothing. In other words, 
the Acts of Feb. 14, 1885, and March 2, 1907, are identical in 
giving retired men seventy-five per cent. of the allowances they 
were receiving when on active duty, but the old law did not 
indicate the items making up the allowances, while the new 
law does specify such items. The Act of March 16, 1896, 
fixed the amount to be paid as commutation of seventy-five per 
cent. of the allowances for rations and clothing, but did not 
fix any sum as:commutation of quarters, fuel and light.’’

=@eserved, both among Confederates-and- Federals, and his 


judgment .is judicial in its foree and ealmness. For ex- 
ample, he holds that Grant’s movement against Petersburg 
was the real crisis of the’ war, and that Grant’s strategy 
in that movement was well-planned and successfully con- 
ducted. He admits that Grant completely deceived Lea 
as to his whereabouts for at least three days during the 
movement, thus saving himself from attack by the com- 
bined forces of Lee and Beauregard. General Alexander 
defends Longstreet’s conduct at Gettysburg, and holds that 
Ewell was not equal to his opportunities. He contends 
that Meade made a colossal mistake in not organizing a 
counter-stroke after Wright’s brigade had been repulsed 
on the second day at Gettysburg, and that in failing to do 
so he lost “as great an opportunity as McClellan lost at 
Sharpsburg.” The author contends that Hooker maneu- 
vered Lee out of his position in‘the Wilderness without 
a battle and that Lee took desperate and needless chances 
at Antietam. 

Enough has been said to indicate the trend and method 
of General Alexander’s work. The volume cannot be ade- 
quately treated within the space of an ordinary review. 
‘To be understood and: properly ‘appreciated: it must be 
read. It is one of the. most. valuable of all published works 
on’ the Civil;War. For the military student it will prove 
little short of: fascinating.

While we do not for a moment- suspect the daily news- 
papers of a deliberate desire to foster discontent among 
the enlisted men of the Army and Navy, we are persuaded 
nevertheless that such is the effect of certain inaccurate 
and misleading statements which frequently appear in 
their columns. A case in point is found in the widely 
published report that hundreds of bluejackets had deserted 
from the U.S.S. St. Louis during her recent stay at the 
New York Navy Yard. The St. Louis is under orders for 
the Pacific, and the report of wholesale desertions among 
the members of her crew would seem to indicate either 
that conditions on board were extremely unsatisfactory or 
that her bluejackets were afraid to make the long cruise 
around the Horn. Both of those inferences are erroneous 
and unjust. -The desertions from the St. Louis were not 
numerous. Conditions on board the ship were not un- 
satisfactory, and her bluejackets are not the chicken- 
hearted fellows that the published reports would lead the 
public to believe. The chances are that most of the news- 
paper reports of desertion from the Army and Navy are 
based on statements obtained from deserters. Now a man 
who violates his oath of enlistment is utterly unworthy 
of belief on any question whatever, and the newspaper 
that publishes a report of desertion based on his own 
unsupported allegation not only impairs its own reputa- 
tion for accuracy and truthfulness, but does a grave in- 
justice to the reputable officers and men of our military 
services. The publication of such reports not only tends 
to incite the spirit of discontent among the enlisted men, 
but it increases the already perplexing difficulty of obtain- 
ing recruits, inasmuch as the effect is to convey the im- 
pression to the public that life in the Army and Navy 
is such that young men of good character should avoid it. 
The life of the Army and Navy morally, intellectually and 
physically, is constantly improving. The qualifications 
_required of applicants for enlistment are higher than ever 
before, and the result is that the enlisted force of both 
services is made up of young men who will bear compari- 
‘son with an equal number of men employed in any voca- 
tion of civil life. If.the daily. newspapers would place 
these facts before their readers they would render ia real 
service to the Army and Navy. By publishing fanciful 
stories of discontent and desertion obtained from self- 
confessed criminals—for that is. what a deserter is—they 
do a grievous wrong to the honorable officers and men 
of our military services. Comdr. Nathaniel R. Usher, of 
_the’St. Louis, who is regarded as one of the most consid- 
erate commanders. in the Navy by both his fellow-officers 
and the enlisted men under him, was in Washington this 
-week and made a very frank statement as to the condition 
of affairs on the St..Louis. He said that of the 650 men 
‘on the ship there were about seventy ashore who had 
overstayed their leave. He expected that with a few eéx- 
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decisions and the Supreme Court evidently

1. Under the provisions of Section 7, of the Act of Congress 
approved Jan. 25, 1907, the Field Artillery is hereby organized 
into six regiments designated and hereafter to be known as Ist, 
2d, 3d, 4th, 5th and 6th Regiment, Field Artillery. 

The ist, 3d and 5th Regiments shall be organized as Light 
Artillery; the 2d and 4th Regiments as Mountain. Artillery, 
and the 6th Regiment as Horse Artillery.

Befor 
even going to his hotel he called on the Mayor in the City 
Hall within twenty minutes after his arrival, and then, 
with his customary celerity, received delegations of admit 
ing countrymen. The General and his party reached Jer. 
sey City at one o'clock, where they were met in their cq 
by a reception committee of Americans and Japanese. Th: 
station rang with “Hurrahs” and “Banzais” as the victo 
of the Yalu and his staff reached the platform. 

Major General Roe, commander of the New York Na 
tional Guard, and his staff were among those whio off 
cially offered greetings. The entire Japanese delegatio 
was in civilian garb.

CASE OF LIEUTENANT BROWN, 
SUPREME COURT OF THE UNITED STATES. 
Nos. 283 and 284,—October. Term, 1906. 

‘he United States, appellant, vs. Lewis E. Brown. 
Lewis E. Brown, appellant, ys. the United States. Ap- 
peals from the Court of Claims (May 13, 1907.) ~Mr. 
Justice Holmes delivered the opinion of the court. 

This is a claim for pay as first’ lieutenant of United 
States Volunteers after Feb. 17, 1899, on which. date by 
the sentence of a court-martial the.claimant’ was dismissed 
from the Service. The court-martial consisted of five mem- 
bers, the minimum number by the 75th and..79th Articles 
of War, Rev. Stats., Sec. 1342, and the president of the 
court was an officer in the Regular Army. By,Article 77 
“oflivers of the Regular Army shall not be competent to 
sit on courts-martial to try the officers or soldiers of other 
forces, except as provifed in Article 78.” , (Article 78 has 
no bearing on the é&#&e’Y -On‘this ground it is contended 
ihat the proceedings were void. Even if the presence. of 
an incompetent person as‘a member. would :not. have made 
the proceedings invalid in any event, in this case without 
him there would have been no court. It has been decidéé 
that a sentence against a volunteer’ officer by a court cém- 
posed wholly of regular officers is void, and this principle 
is thought to govern the present case. McClaughry vs. 
Deming, 186 U.S. 49. On this ground the Court of Claims 
decided that the claimant: was entitled to récover up to the 
time of the final muster out of his regiment on May 25, 
1899, including two months’’ extra pay under the Act of 
Jan. 12, 1899, c. 46 (30 St. 784). 41 C. Cl. 275; ibid. 
515. There are cross appeals to this court. 

The answer of the United States to the foregoing argu- 
ment is that the Regular officer had been granted an in- 
definite leave of absence from the Regular Army in order 
to enable him to accept a commission as lieutenant colo- 
nel, 3d U.S. Volunteer Infantry, and that he was serving 
in the latter capacity when he sat upon the court. It is 
argued that it always has been understood that under such 
circumstances the position in the volunteer service alone 
is to be regarded, that much harm will be done if a con- 
trary construction should be adopted now, and that the 
leave given to appoint Regular officers to the volunteer 
service should be construed to carry with an appointment 
the same consequences that would attach to a commission 
if held by any one else. Act of April 22, 1898, c. 187, 
Sec, 13, 380 Stat. 368. Act of May 28, 1898, c. 367, Sec. 
2, 30 Stat. 421, 

This argument would have great force when it was re- 
quired, as formerly, only that courts-martial for the trial 
of militia officers “should be composed entirely of militia 
officers.” Act of April 10, 1806, c. 20, art. 97, 2 Stat. 
If there was a settled practice of treating these 
words as satisfied if the members of the court were militia 
officers, whether they also held commissions in the Regu- 
lar Army or not, we well might hesitate to overthrow it. 
But when the express prohibition contained in Article 77 
was adopted by the Revised Statutes, it made the former 
consiruction no longer possible. The words of the statute 
‘ire peremptory and must be obeyed, We do not appre- 
hend any serious consequences, in view of the. date of the 
change. But’ whatever the consequence we must accept 
the plain meaning of plain words. It follows that the 
proceedings of the court were void, and that it is not 
necessary to mention ‘or consider other objections. that 
were urged, 

We are of opinion that the Court of Claims was right 
also in the allowances made to the claimant. In 1900 
t he claimant applied for an honorable discharge as of May 
25, 1899, the date when his regiment was mustered out, 
but was refused. Of course the refusal of a certificate of 
honorable discharge on the ground that the applicant al- 
ready has been dishonorably discharged is not an active re- 
tention of the officer in the Service. The Act of March 2, 
1899. @. 352, See. 15. (30 Stat. 977, 981), provided that 
the officers and men of the volunteer army should be mus- 
tered out, and under the Act of Jan. 12, 1899, ¢. 46 (30 
Stat. 784), “as far as practicable,” the discharge of offi- 
cers and men was to take effect at the muster out of the 
organization to which they belonged. It would be mon- 
strous to hold that it had, been determined not to be prac- 
{cable to discharge the claimant when his regiment was 
lunsiered out, or that the circumstances of his case, not- 
Witastanding his technical suecess, afford a-ground for a 
later claim. The claimant was allowed two months’ extra 
pay for service outside the United States. He was not 
entitled to one month’s extra’ pay’ for séfvice within the 
U i\'ted States, See Aet of May 26, 1900, c. 586, 31 Stat. 
<0, 217, Of course, the claim for travel under the same 
act (31 Stat. 210) must fail: The claimant was dis: 
charged before that act’ was passed. Judgment affirmed.

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COAST DEFENSE INSTRUCTION. 

Brig, Gen, Arthur Murray, U.S.A., Chief of Artillery, 
thas gone from Washington on a visit of. inspection of 
Southern forts, and Colonel Weaver, Assistant Chief, is 
in charge of the office. Colenel Weaver has recently re- 
turned from a visit North to Forts Totten, Wadsworth, 
Hamilton and Schuyler. (The Artillery Office is anxious 
to make the visit of the militia to the forts as agreeable as 
possible, as’ well as useful, ‘afid the ‘Officers of Artillery 
have been instructéd to co-operate fo accomplish this ‘pur- 
pose, as they wilk-do most cordially: The camps the mili- 
tia are to occupy will be prepared for them in advance 
and* everything will be done’to make 'théir stay in’ camp 
as comfortable and interesting as possible. They will be 
cordially received and misapprehension concerning the ser- 
vice upon which they are to engage,. which appears to 
prevail to some extent, will be corrected so far as possible. 
Good sites for camps ‘have been ‘selected. The officers 
and men of the National Guard are taking very. .kind- 
ly to the prospect of artillery work. Being young men 
they are interested in whatever is novel and are enthusias- 
tic. It is hoped that such good relations will be estab- 
lished between the Regular Artillery and the militia so 
that given companies of militia will be associated with 
some special fort so as‘to become in a measure identified 
with it. Allowing for entering and breaking camp the 
members of the N.G. should have six days for practical 
work, and they will gradualy become familiar with the 
guns and the ranges with which they would have to deal 
in actual service.

TRIALS OF SUBMARINES. 


In the trial of the submarines in Narragansett Bay, R. 
I., May 10, before the Navy Trial Board, the submarine 
boat Octopus established another record in making quick 
submergences while -going through maneuvers in the gov- 
ernment tests, The test was made in a gale blowing forty 
miles an hour. The beat, while going at full speed on the 
surface, twice shifted her motive power, adjusted her divy- 
ing rudders and dived to a depth of twenty feet in an ay- 
erage time of 4 minutes and 30 seconds. The best time 
in which any, submarine now in the Navy has ever gone 
through the same maneuvers is 11 minutes. The boat was 
also put through’a series of turning trials, both on the 
surface and beneath, to determine her tactical diameter. 
"he. board tested the air compressorg-on the Octopus, 
which have to stand a pressure of 2,000 pounds to the 
square inch. They stood the test satisfaetorily. 

The Octopus had another test of endurance on May 11 
in a ten mile run while partialy trimmed or in diving con- 
dition, and an average speed of 9.89 kridts was attained 
on the entire run, which was made’ with the gasolene en- 
gine as a motive power. On this run. the engines, accord- 
ing to the figures of the trial board, made forty-two revo- 
lutions more a minute than the standardization figures 
called for. In trimming for the run the Octopus occupied 
a little over a minute. 

Aside from the government test the Octopus had two ex- 
tra tests at the request of the builders. These included 


‘six runs over the course, three under one engine, while 
the other was being used to charge the storage batteries, 
and the other three while the boat was being propelled by 
only one propeller. On both of these tests the boat made 
nearly eight knots. On the Octopus were Capt. T. Burns 
Walling and Lieut. John Timmons, U.S.N. Constructor 
Spear, U.S.N., was in charge. 

A successful test was made on May 13 in connection 
with the trials of a submarine life ‘preserver, cap and 
jacket. The apparatus resembles an ordiitary diving suit, 
‘the air being supplied by‘a tank of oxylite contained on 
the inside of the jacket. A member of the Octopus’s crew 
was submerged in one of the suits for four minutes. The 
Octopus made a ‘run of thirty-five miles by storage battery 
power to determine the distance she could go without re- 
charging. “According te the figures of the board, the boat 
‘could run submerged 115 ‘miles with’one charging of the 
batteries. 

On May 14 the Octopus was subjected to various ma- 
neuvering and special trials and torpedo firing tests. 
Among the maneuvers were trials of the boat’s ability to 
remain at rest while submerged, turning trials under va- 
rious conditions and motive powers and quick stops. In 
the latter the boat came to a full stop from full speed 
ahead in 50 seconds, Of the special tests the most impor- 
tant was of the automatic devices for blowing out the wa- 
ter ballast to allow the boat to come to the surface in case 
of accident., In this test the Octopus came to the surface 
from a depth of 40 feet in 48 seconds. Only two torpe- 
does were fired. These were discharged as the boat was 
about to dive to.a depth of 20 feet. An irregularity with 
the tubes prevented the discharging of the remaining two 
after the boat had submerged. Only one of the torpedoes 
was recovered, the other not coming to the surface. 

Both the submdrines Octopus and Lake began their 
twenty-four-hour submergence test on May 15 at the na- 
val coaling’ station at Bradford in about 30 feet of water. 
The ‘Octopus carried down a crew of sixteen men, while 
nine men went down in the Lake. Both boats came up to 
‘the ‘surface on the’ afternoon of May 16 after their twen- 
ty-fotir-hours’ continuous submergence test, and none of 
‘the men on board of them looked any the worse for being 
bottled up under the sea for twenty-four hours. Inciden- 
tally new records of sustained life under the sea had been 
made, the seventeen hours for which a party on the sub- 
marine’ boat Fulton was submerged at New Suffolk, L.1., 
in’ the spring of 1902, having been the previous record. 
Later ‘in 1902 a party lived twelve hours on the Fulton 
submerged‘ at the torpedo station. 

The scientific results of the interesting experiments will 
not be reduced to figures for several days. A sample of 
the air in each boat was taken in a bottle at stated peri- 
ods, and this will be examined for carbonic acid gas and 
chloride gas, which are very noxious and may have been 
generated during the four hours the engines were under 
way. 

Captain Cable, of the Octopus, said that he had used 
about one-forty-fourth of the stored air in his boat, from 
which he estimated that so far as air was concerned he 
could have remained below for three days longer. He 
said they ate and slept below just about as they would 
have done had they been in their homes. Captain Lake, 
of the submarine Lake, said: ‘We could easily have re- 
mained submerged for another twenty-four hours. We 
used a comparatively small supply of compressed air—ih 
fact, not much more than two hundred pounds, and this 
was not applied until near the end of the test. If we had 
used oxone, of’ which we had plenty on board, and if we 
had been allowed to open our diving door to admit water to 
the diving compartment with which to force the carbonic 
acid gas, we would have drawn very little, if at all, upon 
our supply of compressed air. With all the Lake’s vari- 
ous air disposing arrangements in use a crew in the boat 
could easily stand a submergence of three days.”

An interesting question was decided by the Comptroller 
some months ago, in the case of the transportation of the 
remains of a deceased: officer of the Navy. The circum- 
stances of the case are as follows: Lieut. Comdr. Edwin 
T. Pollock, U.S.N., being under orders from the Navy De- 
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partment: to-proceed to Washington,-was further directed 
by the Commander-in-Chief:of the Asiatic Fleet to convey 
the remains of Rear Admiral C. J.. Train, U.S.N. It was 
ascertained jn Seattle that one regular fare ($78.45) 
would be charged for the remains if accompanied, but that 
expressage of the remains would be the price of two reg- 
ular fares ($156.90). The former was accepted ‘as being 
less expensive. The Comptroller says: “It-was held in a 
decision of this office; dated Oct. 31, 1904 (11 con., Dec., 
183), that, quoting the syllabus: ‘When the remains. of 
a deceased officer of the Navy are transported over a land 
grant railroad at. government expense the charges there- 
fore are subject.te the usual land grant reduction,’; The 
same rule applies: whether the United States pays the eost 
of the transportation directly to the railroad company or 
as a reimbursement to one who has paid the same. The 
proper land grant reduction should therefore be made from 
the accourit’ under consideration. Where it is necessary’ to 
send telegrams over lines not included in the contract with 
the Post Office’ Department, or otherwise with the govern- 
ment, payment therefor may be made at rates not in ex- 
cess of those charged private parties.” 

The Chief of the Bureau of Yards and Docks went to 
Philadelphia on May 16 for the purpose of ‘inspecting the 
new drydock at the League Island Navy Yard and urging 
its completion. It is hoped that it will be ready 
for use June 1. ’ 

Within a.short time the transport Lawton, under the 
control of the Navy Department, will be offered for sale 
at the Mare Island Navy Yard.

The Japanese cruisers Tsukuba and Chitose arrived at 
New York city May 15 and anchored in the Hudson River 
off 42d street.,... Almost as soon.as the vessels dropped an- 
chor Capt. William T. Johnston, .U.S.A., personal aide to 
Gen: Frederick D. Grant, U.S.A., commanding the Atlan- 
tic. Division, went on board the flagship Tsukuba and 
greeted Vice Admiral Goro Ijuin and his command in the 
hame of General Grant. After Captain Johnston came a 
lieutenant commander from the Kleber, paying the re- 
spects of Rear Admiral Thierry. Lieut. Comdr, J. R. P. 
Pringle, U.S.N., has been detailed by Rear Admiral Evans 
to act as aide to Vice Admiral Ijuin- during his stay in 
American waters. Lieutenant Commander Miwa stated 
in excellent English that the ship would remain in New 
York probably four days, and after that time would steam 
for Portsmouth, England. The Tsukuba, an armored crui- 
ser of 13.750 tons displacement, is one of the largest ships 
of.the Japanese navy. ‘With engines of an indicated horse 
power of 20,500, the cruiser will steam at a speed of 20 
1-2. knots. Her length is 475 feet, beam 75 feet and 
draught 26 feet. Her armament ‘is four 12-inch guns, 
twelve 6-inch' and twelve 4.7-inch, besides smaller rapid 
fire guns and three torpedo tubes. She carries a complement 
of 918 men... She is. commanded by Capt..Heitaro Taken- 
cutchi. The Chitose is of 4,836 tons displacement and is 
a protected cruiser of the second class, with a speed of 
22.1-2 knots. The ship is 405 feet in length, 49 feet beam 
and 17 3-4 feet draught. Commanded by Captain Tanin 
Yamaya, the ship’s complement is 461men. Her arma- 
ment consists of two. 8-inch guns, ten 4inch rifles and 
twelve 12-pounders, with four torpedo tubes. On the per- 
sonal staff of Vice Admiral Goro, Ijuin, who is command- 
er-in-chief of the second squadron of the Japanese navy, 
is Comdr.Isam Takeshita, flag commander ; ‘Lieut.

Bids will soon be invited by, the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks of the Navy Department for the construction of a 
masonry .drydock; over seven hundred feet in length, to be 
built at the navy yard at Puget Sound.

» THE- NEW NAVY, RATION, 

A supplement to Memoranda No. 74, Navy Department, dated 
May 1, 1907, publishes the new mess instructions in connection 
with G:0. 4%, dated April: 16, 1907. "The latter order says; 

After June | 30,° 1907, ‘no rétions ‘will’ be commiuted-for en: 
listed men's.,messes -:(except’ “chief petty: officers": messes): on 
board ships and at naval stations. 

The naval appropriation act. approved March 2 1907, pro- 
vides that— 

‘fAny article comprised in the Navy ration may be. issued 
in ‘excess of the authorized ‘quantity, provided there . be, an 
under issue of ‘the ‘same valié in some other article ‘or 
articles.’” 

In accordance with ‘the above-mentioned ‘provision, after 
June 30, 1907, articles of food made up or ratien components 
which have been combined before delivery.to the, ship or sta- 
tion may be purchased on ‘public bill; provided that in any 
quarter of the fiscal year the value of the articles of the ration 
issued in excess of the authorized quantities, together with the 
purchases referred to; shall not exceed the value: of all under 
issues during said quarter. 

Balances of general mess funds on hand shall be credited 
to the United States. by officers in-charge of enlisted’ men’s 
messes as of June 30, 1907, and entered as ‘‘unexpended bal- 
ance, general mess, ; on summary’ statements and accounts 
eurreht as soon as all bills outstanding on that date shall 
have been settled. After June 30,1907, no further obligations 
shall be contracted chargeable to general mess funds. 

The following are extracts from’ the general mess’ ihstruc- 
tions: 

1. In connection with G.O., No. 44, of the Navy Depart- 
ment, that part of the ration law which permits substitution 
by quantities of certain articles for the under issue of articles 
issued weekly, will be disregarded until further instructions, 
and no such substitutions will be shown on provision returns 
after June 30, 1907. 

2. After June 30, 1907, all general mess funds unobligated 
are to be deposited. All purchases for the enlisted men’s 
messes heretofore made from funds derived from the commuta- 
tion of rations will thereafter be made upon public bill and 
will be taken up on the provision return, 

38. To conform with the change in the messing system pro 
vided by G.O., No. 44, and by the amendment to Section 1581 
of the R.S. therein quoted, after June 30, 1907, current meth- 
ods of rendering the provision return (8. & A. Form No. 36) 
will be modified as given in the instructions which follow and 
which we omit. 

The expenditure ‘‘issued to crew and marines’’ under ‘‘Mis- 
cellaneous’’ must not exceed the net underissue or ‘*savings’’ 
as shown by S. & A. Form No. 239. Oredit for savings ac- 
cruing in one quarter, against which issues under **Miscel- 
laneous’’ have not been made, cannot be utilized in any sub- 
sequent quarter. 

‘*Combined:ration’’ articles are those—like pies, cakes, etc. 
—made up of ration components combined before delivery to 
the mess, and as defined by G.O., No. 44, All such combined- 
ration articles for the general mess shall be covered by a requi- 
sition (S. & A. Form No. 44—0O.P. ships acting singly) ap- 
proved by the C.O. of the ship or station. As indicated, these 
combined-ration articles will be taken up, when received, by 
value only in column ‘‘Miscellaneous.’’ 

A table given in the Memorandum, which we omit, indicates 
all articles included under ration components, their value for 
the computation of ‘‘savings,’’ and the allowance per ration 
of each. In general, all these articles are procurable from 
the general storekeeper or under annual contracts by the 
Bureau. Where they can be so secured, purchase from dealers 
other than the Bureau contractors is prohibited. Where they 
cannot be so procured, as on foreign stations, they will bt 
purchased on requisition in the manner provided by the Regu- 
lations. Where articles which are indicated to be- issued ‘‘as 
ration equivalent’’ are purchased from dealers other than 
Bureau contractors at a price per ration which exceeds the 
established price'in the table for that component by twenty- 
five per cent., they shall not be issued ‘‘as —— equivalent,’’ 
but ‘‘as Miscellancous,’’ 

To permit more varied bills ‘of fare, certain articles are 
included in this table which are authorized to be issued only 

‘as Miscellaneous,’’ against *‘savings.’’ This restriction is 
imposed on account of their expensive nature, which would 
otherwise prohibit their issue as a part of the ration. 

After this plan has been in operation for one quarter, pay 
officers are invited to make to the Bureau any recommenda- 
tion or comment which the experience gained in carrying out 
the above provisions has suggested.

9TH N.Y.—COL. WILLIAM F. MORRIS, 

A review of the 9th N.Y., under command of Col. William 
F.. Morris, before Col. Daniel Appleton, of the 7th Regiment, 
on the night of May 13, in the armory, afforded the regiment 
a final opportunity for this season to display thoroughly the 
efficiency it has attained by a strict attention to its drill work. 

Military critics witnessing the exhibition of the regiment, 
which consisted of review, regimental drill and evening parade, 
went home with a knowledge about the drill proficiency of the 
9th they could not have believed unless they had seen it, and 
the regiment cannot be too highly praised for the work it ac- 
complished. 

The’ command turned out strongly with twelve commands of 
sixteen files each, divided into three battalions, which were 
under command respectively of Lieut. Col. S. E. Japha, Major 
J. D, Walton and J. J. Byrne. After it was formed in line 
of masses and turned over to Colonel Morris, it presented a 
most soldierly appearance.

NEW JERSEY. 

Adjutant General Breintnall, of New Jersey, has issued his 
annuul- report for the fiscal year ending Oct. 31, 1906, in 
bound form, and it-is a very complete and interesting record 
of 574 pages, with an index, which makes it all the more 
valuable as a book of reference. In addition to the reports of 
‘camp and field service, records of rifle practice, reports from 
the inspector general and surgeon general, and other officers, 
there are illustrations of the armories of the Ist, 2d, 3d, 4th 
and 5th Regiment, and the U.S.S. Portsmouth and Huntress, 
used by the Naval Militia of the State. : : 

The National Guard of the State is organized, uniformed, 
armed and equipped in a manner similar to the United States 
Army; the Naval Reserve, similar to the United States Navy. 
From the latest, returns on file, Sept. 40,:1906, the total 
strength of the division, Natjonal Guard, is shown to be 333 
commissioned officers and 4,669 enlisted men, total, 5,002. 

General Breintnall in the course of his remarks says: 
‘“The-encamping of the entire division, excepting the Ist Regi- 
ment, Infantry, and Ist Troop, Cavalry, which were detailed 


_for associated maneuvers with troops of the Regular Estab- 


lishment ‘at Mount Gretna, Pennsylvania, has been of great 
benefit to both officers and enlisted men. The average militia- 
man, after being freed from his daily occupation, has enough 
to occupy his time when he has, by orders, reported for muster 
and inspection—annual, and sometimes  special—attended 
weekly drill at the armory, parades frequently and other re- 
quired duties in armory or elsewhere. It must not be ex- 
pected of him to be equal to those of the Regular Army, who 
are being trained daily to active and practical military duties 
without interference of daily employment at profession or 
trade. The militiaman- who: readily gives his time and ener- 
gies to-perfect his training to serve the people’s. interests, 
when required, should be absolutely freed from incidental ex- 
penditures. He serves the public at a personal sacrifice and 
oft-times risk, and should be relieved from this burden. He 
enters into a contract with the State for specified service and 
period, for which, when performed, either drills or other re- 
quired duties, he should receive a reasonable allowance, paid 
periodically, less fines for delinquencies; if he violates his 
contract he should suffer a penalty; if he complies fully there- 
with by faithful and honorable service, he should be paid.’’ 
Under the heading of “‘*Recommendations,’’ General Breint- 
nall says in part: ‘‘A reference to the annual muster and in- 
spection of 1906 shows that seventy-five per cent. of the com- 
mands have an enrolled strength below sixty-five, and very 
many of these are %elow sixty. I therefore feel it my duty to 
ask your attention to these facts, and recommend fhat the 
maximum strength of both Cavalry and Infantry commands be 
feduced to ‘sixty-five enlisted men and, further, it is my judg- 
ment that this reduction will be an incentive to commandants 
to more carefully select recruits and, at the same time, save 
the State Treasury. approximately $12,000 annually, for uni- 
forms, arms, ammunition, transportation, rations, pay, etc. 
It will also prevent a necessary requirement of equalizing the 
several. commands when on parade or other military functions; 
such equalization is always unsatisfactory and interferes with 
proper military discipline. I repeat my recommendation of

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S.N., arrived, having a cavalry escort, and a salute was 
fred in his honor. At 2:30 in the afternoon the Gover- 
nor-General arrived, and was likewise received with all 
due honors, and immediately upon his arrival the events 
of the afternoon began. 


For « week this kept up. The order of events was not 
deviated from, and the loyalty of the troops, the keenness 
of competition, the absence of friction and the absence of 
delays, with the magnificent discipline displayed, were 
prominent features that won praise from everyone, 

The number of officials was very small, and as each one 
had his own particular duties to perform and did them so 
well and always at the proper time, everything ran like 
clockwork. As an example, the review on the Jast day 


was set at 4 o’clock. The line was over a mile in length. 
At 3:40 the adjutant’s call sounded, and the troops im- 
mediately began to take their places. Major Cotter was 
in command and the senior officer in the line was Captain 


Kenly, who commanded the artillery battalion. The pro- 
visional infantry regiment was commanded by Captain 
Tupes, the battalions by the senior captains in each, the 
cavalry squadron by Captain Winans. The formation was 


completed at one minute before 4. 

General Wood had arrived at nine minutes to 4, one of 
the troops furnishing the escort and one of the batteries 
firing the salute, and at 4 o’clock precisely the line was 
presented to him. As the troops were all picked the re- 
view was perfect and contained every branch of the Ser- 
vice, including the various forms of transportation. The 
march past at the various gaits was superb. Immediately 
upon the completion of the review the troops were formed 
in a hollow square and prizes, consisting of handsome 
hand-made medals and handsome cups, were awarded. The 
commanding general pinned on the medals and presented 
the cups in person, 

The following week, before the troops could be dis- 


persed, the best things that had been brought out in the 
competition were exhibited before the assembled officers . 
and men, so that the knowledge could be disseminated 
throughout the division. 

There were over 1,900 men in camp, and there were no 
breaches of disciplines The company commanders were 
allowed to exercise their troops whenever they wished and 
were not interfered with in any manner. The most inter- 


esting event, perhaps, was the swimming of Captain 
Bridges’ company of the 15th Infantry. He himself is 
unable to swim, and yet by bringing the roll around in 


front of the body and resting it under the chin he prac- 
tically floated all of his men ashore in less time than that 
required by any other organization. Captain Kenly 


showed a most excellent method of camp equipment and 
carrying the same. 
worked out the details of carrying the records in the field, 
reducing them to a minimum, Capt. George T. Lang- 
horne, 1ith Cav., was in charge of the meet and was also 
the referee, and he and his assistants cannot: be praised 
too highly for their work..

RELUCTANT TO GO.

Dr. Tiffin Sinks, of Leavenworth, has 
written for the Times of that city the fol- 
lowing with regard to the development of 
Fort Leavenworth: “In 1827 General 
Leavenworth came West instructed by the 
Secretary ef War to select a site for a mili- 
tary post on the east side of the Missouri 
River. at or near the mouth of the Kansas 
River. General Leavenworth made an in- 
spection of this territory and reported that 
though he found no place available at the 
mouth of the Kansas River, there was a 
tract of land further north and on the west 
side of the Missouri that was suitable. He 
was then instructed to proceed with the es- 
tablishment of the post in its present loca- 
tion. The original act provided that the 
post should consist of what was then known 
as a ‘cantonment,’ an acreage six miles 
square—so called because a cannon’s range 
was estimated at three miles, thus giving 
an extent of three miles to the north, east. 
south and west, respectively. According to 
the first enactment, Three Mile Creek 
would have been the southern limit of Fort 
Leavenworth. The Representatives of the
